South End Photo Feast 


Rutland Street in Boston’s South End 
is hardly the cradle of the arts, but 
within the last year a former New York 
advertising photographer named David 
Hoffman has moved in at number 37 
and opened a gallery of photography 
that could easily lure some Newbury 
Street patrons away from their 
traditional haunts. Hoffman, still a 
working photographer with a busy 
schedule, operates his gallery on a “by 
appointment” basis and holds shows for 
leisurely month-long periods. Viewing 
appointments are easily arranged by 
calling 247-3442 and while, like most 
gallery owners, Hoffman does sell the 
work he exhibits, he makes no assump- 
tion that his visitors are in the market 
for photographs, and encourages anyone 
to come in and enjoy the shows free of 
charge. 

Hoffman Associates Gallery is 
currently hanging an exhibition by 
graphic artist and photographer Toni A. 
Clark. Ms. Clark describes her work as a 
strongly personal statement formulated 
or at least recognized long after the pic- 
tures were taken. It is the kind of show 
that grows on the viewer, involving us 
through subtleties of mood, remembered 
experience and non-literal animation. 
Without a pretense of being political, 
Toni Clark’s photography relies heavily 
on female figure studies and embodies a 
woman’s personal perspective uncom- 
mon to the photographic arts.

Liberated Puppets 


Behind a_ nondescript white 
storefront on Brookline’s Station Street 
is a world of pastel fantasy and fairy-tale 
feminism. It’s the Puppet Showplace, 
the only Boston home for marionettes, 
muppets, crocheted monkeys, cotton 
giraffes — and the art of puppet theatre. 
The product of Brookline teacher Mary 
Churchill’s long-time interest in 
puppeteering, the Showplace has been 
presenting children’s shows, selling 
puppets, puppet-making patterns and 
books in Brookline Village since June. 

Churchill and two assistants 
(including her son John), form ‘the 
Cranberry Puppets, and present fairy 
tales in the medieval European tradition 
every Sunday. The troupe breaks with 
tradition, though, in some of their story- 
lines. At 30 Station Street, Little Red 
Riding Hood doesn’t need the help of the 


hunter to bag the wolf. And the only one 
of three little pigs with house-building 
foresight is a Ms. Jack is not alone on 
the beanstalk — he has an equally in- 
trepid female friend. 

“‘Most fairy tales are very sexist,” says 
puppeteering apprentice Janet Bychek. 
“We're bringing women into them to 
show kids that girls can be as adven- 
turous as boys.” 

The Puppet Showplace is easily 
accessible by public transportation — 
take the Green Line to the Village stop. 
While that stretch of track is being 
repaired, shuttle buses go to Brookline 
Village from either the Kenmore or 
Reservoir Stations.

St. Anthony Meets 
the North End 


The feasts held every summer in the 
North End bring people, color, and 
music to the Hanover Street area. The 
Feast of St. Anthony, the biggest one of 
the season, will be celebrated this week. 

Summerthing and the Society of St..- 
Anthony have planned the six-day 
festival that begins on Tuesday, August 
20. Tarantella Night opens the festival 
at 8 p.m. with the traditional Italian folk 
dance in front of the Society building on 
Endicott Street, near Keany Square. 
The Musicians Union Dance Band will 
provide the music. 

On Wednesday evening there will be 
a community cookout at the Society 
Building, followed by music and dan- 
cing. The City Dance Theater is 
scheduled to perform on the showmobile 
stage at the same site, at 8 p.m. 

The ceremony of St. Anthony begins 
on Friday night at 7 when the statue of 
St. Anthony will be carried in a proces- 
sion to the temporary chapel on North 
Margin and Endicott Streets, where it 
will remain until the end of the festival. 
The Roma Band will play at the bands- 
tand near the chapel at 9 p.m. 


Calypso on the Common 


The second annual Trinidad Car- 
nival is coming to Boston on Saturday, 
August 24. The celebration begins at 
noon when a parade of masquerade, 
steel and calypso bands will march from 
Hynes Auditorium to the Boston Com- 
mon where they will perform from 2 to 6 
p.m. Masqueraders compete for prizes 
on the basis of outstanding individual 
portrayals — king of the bands, queen of 
the bands, and a band of the year. 

Traditionally, the Carnival was 
celebrated on the two ‘Carnivore Days” 
preceding Lent when people would feast 


on meat and wine and dance in the 
streets. The Carnival has lost most of its 
religious orientation and is now “per- 
formed”’ by the people of Trinidad and 
Tobago with elaborate costumes, 
theatrical masquerades and calypso and 
steel band music. 

The Trinidad Carnival Development 
Committee was formed last year so that 
the thousands of West Indians living in 
the Boston area could participate in 
their native festival. 

The Carnival is sponsored jointly by 
the Mayor’s Office of Cultural Affairs 
and the C.D.C., and will be the grand 
finale to this year’s Summerthing 
program.

Found Neighborhoods: 
Ashmont Hill 


A Boston bonanza of architectural 
and cultural diversity is tucked away 
around the corner and up the slope from 
Ashmont Station, near Codman Square 
in Dorchester. There you’ll find a pocket 
of Victorian and French mansions called 
Ashmont Hill. Once among the most 
fashionable neighborhoods south of 
Boston, the summit of Welles Ave. was 
the residence of Boston Mayor John 
“Honey Fitz’ Fitzgerald. 

Such past glory is not, in this case, a 
prelude to a tale of decay. Three years 
ago, Ashmont Hill overlooked the boun- 
dary of the infamous BBURG (Boston 
Bank Urban Renewal Group) program, a 
bank minority lending scheme. With the 
help of real estate speculators, BBURG 
sent shock waves of racial fear through 
Dorchester neighborhoods near the 
bank-drawn “red lines” -— areas in 
which banks decided to grant mortgages 
to blacks. Panic selling inside white 
Dorchester led to abandoned homes. 
However, the enclave of Irish and 
Lithuanians on Ashmont Hill decided to 
stay, and organized the Ashmont Hill 
Association to boost the district. 

They had plenty to work with. The 
hill’s 1890s ‘‘Queen Anne” frame homes 
feature stained glass windows, intricate 
wood gingerbread, and ornate porches. 
The “French Cottage’”’ homes of the 
1870s are marked by the distinctive 
“Mansard” roof, a flat top structure 
covering sharply-angled sides and 
towering ceilings. Such homes were be- 
ing sold at bargain basement prices, 
with realtors emphasizing their sound 
wiring, rather than their architectural 
and historical value. 


Saturday night events include 
customary Italian refreshments, a 
religious procession at 7, and a Roma 
Band concert at 9. 

_On Sunday a solemn High Mass will 
be celebrated at St. Leonard’s Church at 
10 a.m., followed at 1 p.m. by the festival 
procession carrying the statue of St. 
Anthony through the entire North End. 
At the same time (and continuing to 11 
p.m.) there will be several groups perfor- 
ming on the bandstand. 

The grand finale of the Feast is the 
traditional release of pigeons and 
showers of confetti greeting the return of 
the statue from its pilgrimage through 
the North End. 

The Feast of St. Anthony is the last

Within the past few years, Ashmont 
Hill has been discovered by young, 
architecture-conscious newcomers 
who’ve bought and repaired homes that 
might otherwise have been left empty. 
New residents include a colony of city- 
loving planners from the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority and a group of 
lawyers and MIT professors. One resi- 
dent, John Weis of the BRA, emphasizes 
that the newcomers have “replaced, not 
displaced,” and heartily discourages a 
South End-style influx of young jet- 
setters. ““There are so many interesting 
neighborhoods in Boston which could 
profit by well-educated, well-off new- 
comers. There’s no reason to invade one 
area. 

Ashmont Hill opens its doors to out- 
siders via house tours organized each 
spring, with a special series slated for 
the bicentennial. Walking tours can be 
had any time. Just take the Red Line to 
Ashmont Station and walk up Talbot 
Avenue to Welles. Or take the bus or 
Orange Line to Dudley and change there 
for Ashmont.

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An Overnight Transformation of Two Krishnas

Edward Shapiro, a 20-year-old 
Brandeis dropout, is a confused 
kid, and his friends say his dif- 
ficulties with his parents go back 
to his high school days. “He used 
to always talk about how he 
hated his old man,” one recalls. 

A year and a half ago he joined 
Boston’s Hare Krishna temple, 
looking for companionship as 
much as anything else. He shav- 
ed his head, took to wearing 
robes and sandals, and his 
horrified parents have since gone 
to court to have their wayward 
son declared mentally unfit to 
handle his finances. 

Though the case is still pen- 
ding, Edward’s parents were 
given temporary custody of their 
son’s financial affairs even 
though he is a legal adult and, 
ironically, had been serving as 
treasurer of the Hare Krishna 
Temple. His colleagues in the 
religious cult say he was a whiz 
with figures. 

Today, Edward Shapiro is 
back with his parents, and last 
Wednesday the clerk of the New- 
ton District Court decided there

was no evidence that he had 
been, of all things, kidnapped by 
his father. “It looks like a real 
close-knit family,’’ the clerk 
said. 

How was Shapiro in a matter 
of days transformed from a 
Krishna cultist, almost totally 
alienated from the beliefs and 
culture embodied by his parents, 
into a member of a “close-knit 
family,’ something he hadn’t 
been since long before he’d ever 
heard of the cult? Simple. He 
was ‘“‘deprogrammed.”’ It’s a 
strange tale to be sure, yet one 
that has been repeated again and 
again across the country these 
past few years. 

* 


On Monday, August 5, 
another member of the Krishna 
sect, 25-year-old Lee Allan Roth, 
was at the temple, the Boston 
home of the International Socie- 
ty for Krishna Consciousness 
housed in an old, bright blue 
wooden structure on North 
Beacon Street, Allston, two 
doors down from the Kentucky 
Fried Chicken stand. He got a 
phone call from his father, Dr. 
Monroe S. Roth, who said he was 
driving to Boston from New York 
the next day and wanted to see 
him about something urgent. 

On Tuesday, Dr. Roth picked 
up his son at the temple. That 
same day, Ed Shapiro left the 
temple for his weekly visit with 
his father, Dr. Edward Shapiro 
of Newton, who treated his son’s 
diabetes. 

Neither son returned to the 
temple that night. 

At 2 o’clock the next morning, 
a member of the sect, Bhudhara 
(also known as Michael Geary), 
says he received a desperate 
phone call from Shapiro. “I am 
at my father’s house,” Shapiro 
reportedly whispered. ‘They 
have got us here. Please save us. 
Brhat [Lee Roth’s Krishna 
name] is here also. They are do- 


ing terrible things to us. Come. 


quick. If you don’t we may not 
have a chance. They are 
deprogramming us. Please save 
us. Bring our japa [prayer 
beads].” 

“We will be there very soon,” 
Bhudhara responded. “Chant 
Hare Krishna.” 

What then followed was a 
bizarre scene indeed for subur- 
ban Newton. A small band of 
bald, robed Krishnas circled the 
lavish, colonial brick Com- 
monwealth Ave. residence of Dr. 
Eli Shapiro at 2:30 a.m. Three of 
them approached the front door 
and began a religious chant. 
They claim that Edward Shapiro 
appeared at a second floor win- 
dow and shouted, ‘“‘Help! Save 
me. Save me. We are on the se- 
cond floor. Save us. Break in!” 

Krishnas scurried one way and 
another on the expansive lawn 
and, inside, with visions perhaps 


of Charles Manson and his gang 
of cutthroat zombies, Edward’s 
mother called the police. 

Adi Kesava (also known as 
Angus Murphy), president of the 
temple, says that through a win- 
dow he saw Edward being grabb- 
ed by the neck, arms, and waist 
by five men, one of whom he 
described as ‘a large black 
man,” and dragged out of sight. 
He heard the boy shout that he 
was being thrown into the cellar. 

One of the Krishnas broke a 
window on the rear door and the 
black man, whom Kesava and 
the others have since identified 
as Ted Patrick, a nationally- 
known crusader against religious 
cults, appeared and allegedly 
threatened them with a billy 
club. 

“Get out of here or I will break 
your head in,” Patrick is said to 
have shouted at Kesava. “Get 
out of here or I will kill you.” 

In the nick of time, as it were, 
the Newton Police arrived, took 
one look at the band of Krishnas 
who were shouting that two of 
their members were being held 
captive inside, and instantly 
took the side of the boys’ 
parents. ‘We do have a credibili- 
ty problem,” Kesava later con- 
ceded with a broad smile. 

Police Sergeant Frank 
Gorgone went inside and decided 
that the two boys had best be left 
in the custody of their parents. 
Sgt. Gorgone would not talk to 
the Phoenix, but in his report on 
the incident, he wrote, “In 
questioning Lee [Roth], he said 
he had accompanied Shapiro to 
the Shapiro home of his own free 
will. He gave no indication of be- 
ing held captive.” 

Sgt. Gorgone wrote that 
“Edward Shapiro appeared to be 
in a confused state of mind and 
was really unable to give a 
rational decision of his own.” 
The Krishnas claim that Roth 
had already been 
“deprogrammed” and Gorgone 
incorrectly judged Shapiro to be 
in confused state’”’ because he 
was muttering a religious chant. 


' By daybreak, the Shapiro home 


was empty, locked up tight, and 
a new sign was pasted to the 
front door: “K-9 Security and 
Patrol. Investigators Service 
Bureau.” 

Reportedly, Roth and his 
father headed back to New York 
and the Shapiros secluded 
themselves, along with their son 
and “deprogrammer” Patrick, 
somewhere on the Cape. 

On Thursday, Dr. Shapiro 
called the Globe to report that 
the ‘‘therapy’’ had been 
successful and Edward had 
returned to ‘‘normality.’’ 
Edward himself got on the phone 
and explained why he had joined 
the cult 18 months ago. “I read a 
book on Krishna,” he said, “and 
then I went to the temple. And

all the guys in it were nice, and 
my colleagues outside weren’t so 
nice, so I joined.” 

He said Patrick and his 
parents had “tickled” him to get 
him to stop chanting, and that 
Patrick, after applying his con- 
troversial deprogramming 
technique for nearly four hours, 
had convinced the two boys that 
they had been “brainwashed” by 
the cult. ‘“‘When they start 
listening to what you’re saying,” 
Patrick told the Globe, “they 
start questioning in their own 
minds. In Hare Krishna, for in- 


stance, they chant themselves 
into a hypnotic trance and they 
believe anything the sect tells 
them. Well, you have to force 
their minds to function normally 
again.” 

** * 

Sitting cross-legged on the 
floor of his “‘office’’ in the 
Krishna Temple, Adi Kesava 
was amused at the thought that 
the Eastern cult could be 
thought of as sinister, or that 
young, unsuspecting kids were 
somehow being lured into the 
group through hypnotic chants. 


At the same time, though, he 
showed real concern about the 
implications of Patrick’s ap- 
parent license to spirit away 
young religious zealots and 
transform their minds through 
therapy that appears to border 
on brainwashing itself. 

“If you want to accept the 
chanting as something hyp- 
notic,” said the gaunt, bespec- 
tacled Kesava, “at least you'll 
find that the devotees (as 
Krishna members are called) are 
happy. But if we’re luring people 
in here through hypnotism, we 
haven’t a very good track 
record.” In fact, he pointed out, 
very few of the street people who 
wander into the temple out of 
curiosity or simply as a means of 
escape stay long once they’re 
told what’s expected of them: 

No meat, fish, or eggs; no 
drugs of any kind. No gambling, 
which the Krishnas describe as 
“any form of speculation on 
anything — we deal in ab- 
solutes”; up every day at 4 a.m. 
for a cold shower and then two 
solid hours of chanting — and an 
18-hour day of devotion to the 
service of God. 

- “And no illicit sex,” Kesava 
added. “‘That’s usually the killer 
right there.” Only 30 devotees 
currently reside at the Temple. 

In fact, Kesava noted, Ed 
Shapiro was having difficulty 
adhering to these standards — 
the spirit willing, apparently, 
but the flesh a little too weak. 
“He couldn’t resist eating too 
much,” he said, ‘“‘and he was at- 
tracted to sex. It was hard for 
him to control his desire for sense 
gratification.” 

Lee Roth, on the other hand, is 
“a weak, timid person, but he 
has a very great understanding 
of the Krishna philosophy, while 
Shapiro was mostly just into 
chanting and did not so much 
understand the philosophy.” 
For those reasons, Kesava feels, 
Roth will have a harder time 
after deprogramming and might 
return to the sect. ~ 

Shapiro’s diabetes also made 
strict adherence to the rituals of 
the sect difficult, but not im- 
possible. Kesava said he did not 
allow Shapiro to join in periods 
of fasting with the rest. “‘He tried 
it once, and he passed out or 
something,” Kesava explained. 
“But the diet was no problem. 
It’s a very healthy diet, and even 
his father admitted that we can 
all get along very well without 
meat.” 

Next to Kesava on the floor 
are a telephone and an adding 
machine, and spiritual leader or 
not, he runs a tight, businesslike 
ship. Each devotee comes to him 
for permission to spend even 
pocket change for a bus ride, and 
Kesava carefully notes such ex- 
penditures in his ledger. The cult

Who Is Ted Patrick a/k/a Black Lightning? 


Ted Patrick’s picture, it is 
said, is displayed in a promi- 
-nent place in every West 
Coast “Jesus Freak” com- 
mune. And under the picture, 
one might well write the war- 
ning we all got as kids: “If this 
man offers you candy, run 
like hell.” 

Patrick, 44, a former com- 
munity relations specialist for 
California Governor Ronald 
Reagan, never graduated 
from high school, but he now 
makes a very good living help- 
ing parents “kidnap” their 
children from religious cults 
and then haranguing the kids 
into denouncing their un- 
conventional beliefs. 

Patrick first took an in- 
terest in the Jesus Freaks in 
1971, after his 14-year-old son 
and a nephew were ap- 
proached by recruiters for the 
Southern Californian 
“Children of God’’ sect. The 
small but powerfully built 
black man, who was raised in 


Tennessee by his Baptist 
grandfather, saw nothing but 
evil in the sect and began 
speaking out against it. The 
religious rhetoric sounded to 
him like witchcraft and 
voodoo. 

He was then approached by 
a group of concerned parents, 
called, “Free Our Sons and 


Daughters From The 
Children of God.’’ 
(FREECOG). 


His mission to rescue the 
wayward youngsters received 
favorable press at first, the 
newspapers being oblivious to 
the implications of kidnap- 
ping and mind-bending. 
Eventually Patrick left his 
state job (though not before 
he had traveled some 300,000 
miles in his mission while still 
working in the governor’s of- 
fice). 

Patrick gained the 
nickname “Black Lightning” 
among his potential victims 
and FREECOG grew into a 


national network of some 600 
parents and former Jesus 
Freaks. He is not bothered by 
the lawsuits he constantly 
faces (“they can sue and sue,” 
he says, “I don’t care .. .’’) 
but his fee, at first just a 
nominal one to cover ex- 
penses, has increased greatly. 

Patrick has little education 
and no psychological creden- 
tials. His ‘‘technique”’ of 
deprogramming was 
developed through trial and 
error. 

Despite his Methodist 
background, the mod-attired, 
cigar-puffing zealot was once 
active in Bible teaching and 
evangelism at Highland Park 
Baptist Church, Chat- 
tanooga. He co-founded the 
Zion Bible College, and after 
he moved to San Diego he 
became involved in cooling 
racial troubles, which is how 
he came to the attention of 
Gov. Reagan.

BROOKE & VIETNAM 


Senator Edward Brooke wants 
to extend immunity not only to 
unindicted co-conspirator Nixon 
but to the former President’s 
favorite dictator as well. 
Brooke’s public position on the 
regime of General Thieu of 
South Vietnam has appeared 
liberal: he usually votes in the 
final roll-call to cut aid to Thieu. 
But behind the doors of the 
Foreign Operations Subcom- 
mittee of the Senate = 
propriations Committee, Brooke 
steadfastly supports assistance 
to Thieu, according to the 
Washington-based Coalition to 
Stop Funding the War. In the 
Appropriations Committee 
Brooke has consistently used his 
influence to increase the amount 
of military and economic aid to 
the Saigon regime. 

The House voted last week to 
scale down military aid to Thieu, 
from the requested:$1 billion to 
$750 million. Senators Proxmire 
and Eagleton are attempting to 
organize an effort in the Ap- 
propriations Committee to 
further pare the amount to the 
$400-500 million level, which 
would serve notice to Thieu that 
his free ride may be nearing an 
end. Brooke will have none of 
this. His legislative aide on 
foreign affairs, David Rossiter, a 
former Green Beret, has been 
cold to peace group lobbyists and 
also advises Brooke not to join 
the movement to reduce the cash 
flow. Rossiter has told anti-war 
activists that the US has a com- 
mitment to Thieu. 

Brooke strongly favors con- 
tinued economic assistance to 
Thieu. US dollars account for 86 
percent of Saigon’s budget, ac- 
cording to the Indochina 
Resource Center. The Ford ad- 
ministration wants to jack up 
economic aid to Indochina from 
last year’s $540 million to $940 
million. Both of the other GOP 
senators on the Foreign Affairs 
Subcommittee are in favor of 
significant cuts; only Brooke is 
plugging for an indefinite outlay 
of taxpayer money for the 
Southeast Asian dictator. The 
Coalition to Stop Funding the 
War feels that some letters and 
postcards from his constituents 
might influence Senator Brooke. 


KOSHER 


The Massachusetts Board of 
Rabbis has ruled that lettuce or 
grapes not picked by members of 
the United Farm Workers Union 
are not kosher. The rabbis’ deci- 
sion was handed down after 
hearing a report on the UFW 
boycott and the union’s struggle 
for survival against Teamster 
raids in the California grape and 
lettuce fields. Rabbi Meyer 
Strassfeld told the AFL-CIO 
News: “Cesar Chavez was cor- 
rect and deserved our support. 
We found that the health of the 
workers was endangered, 
because they were not treated 
well. Oppression of laborers is 
forbidden by The Torah. The 
ethics and morality of the treat- 
ment of the laborer is a basic 
principle of Judaism. If it flows 
from the oppression, it is not 
kosher.” The rabbinical sanction 
applies to members of the 120 
Jewish congregations in the 
Commonwealth: Teamster is 
traif..

STAGE OF SIEGE 


In 1972 the political situation 
in Uruguay reached the critical 
point. The left had staged an im- 
pressive performance in recent 
elections, strikes seemed to be 
endemic and the Tuparmaros, the 
urban guerrillas who were the 
subject of the film State of Siege, 
had not been eradicated. The 
military, with the full approval 
of the country’s president and 
ruling class, moved to crush all 
dissent. Daniel Viglietti, along 
with thousands of others, was 
jailed and tortured. Viglietti is 
the foremost popular composer 
in Latin America. He is to Latin 
America what Mikis 
Theodorakis is to Greece. Before 
the abrogation of democracy in 
Uruguay, Viglietti appeared on 
national television and also per- 
formed in factories and at mass 
demonstrations. Viglietti was 
released as a result of inter- 
national protest led by Jean- 
Paul Sartre. On Thursday, 
August 29th, at 7:30 p.m., he will 
give a concert in Cambridge at 
the Harvard Science Center, 1 
Oxford St., sponsored by the 
Boston Committee in Solidarity 
with the Independence of Puerto 
Rico. Appearing with Viglietti 
will be El Grupo, a group of ten 
Latin American musicians. 
Viglietti is on a month-and-a- 


half visa to the US and is living 
in exile in Paris.

A lawsuit asking $1-million in 
damages has been filed against 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Correction on behalf of the 26 
inmates transferred from Nor- 
folk to Walpole prison to break a 
work-stoppage by Norfolk in- 
mates. The men were placed in 
10-Block, Walpole’s Disciplinary 
Segregation Unit, on July 24. 


“The Norfolk 26,” an ad hoc 
group of wives and relatives of 
the transfered inmates, are 
charging that “The transfers 
were used merely to break a legal 
and peaceful strike.” 


According to Roxbury 
Defenders Committee attorney 
Winston Kendall, who prepared 
the $1-million lawsuit, ‘“Nothing 
happened at Norfolk to warrant 
the extreme action that was 
taken in sending the men into 
Walpole.”

Tip O’Neill’s Inside Track to the White House

Instead of jockstraps they wore 
suits, but the ambience was 
straight out of the locker room. 
They crowded around the new 
President, pumped his hand, 
slammed his shoulder, patted his 
back. Attaway, Jereeee. How 
you go, kid! Hum chuck, 
babeeee! 


Jerry Ford is clearly comfor- 
table in the Congressional 
clubhouse, very cognizant of old 
Sam Rayburn’s homilies about 
going along in order to get along, 
and vice versa. 

It is also said that Ford is very 
much at home with traditional 
Republicans, or, as Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt called them, 
“economic royalists.” 

And it is said, further, that 
President Ford can relax with 
those who believe America’s best 
interests are served by giving the 
military whatever it deems 


necessary. 

So, the new President can 
claim membership in at least 
three clubs — the Congressional 
club, the Traditional Republican 
club, and the Military club. Be- 
ing clubs, they are insular 
organizations, self-protective, 
slow to accept outside criticism 
and out of touch with millions of 
Americans who don’t belong to 
anything more complicated than 
a park league team, the local 
B’nai B’rith or the Sodality. 

Yet Ford, in that very locker 
room, insisted he would be the 
President of everybody. So the 
question now becomes: how does 
everyone who is not in one of 
those three clubs get access to 
the President? 

How do you convince a man 
who voted against housing sub- 
sidies for the poor that, without 
federal assistance of some kind, 
there will be no cities to govern 
— just large, windswept vacant 
lots? 

How do you convince a man 
who voted against a rat exter- 
mination bill that there are no 
liberal or conservative positions 
on rodents? 

These messages won’t make it 
to the highball table in two of 
Mr. Ford’s clubs — the good ole

boy GOP clique or the military 
clan. They will have to be 
delivered by his friends from the 
locker room. Americans concern- 
ed with daycare centers, job op- 
portunities, community develop- 
ment and low-cost housing must 
now search for a middleman, a 
dealer in goods and services. 

And one of the best in the 
business is a clubby, jolly, jowly 
fellow who goes golfing with 
Jerry Ford. They have been seen 
arm-on-shoulder on the fairway 
as well as in the labyrinthine cor- 
ridors of the Capitol. 

Thomas P. (Tip) O’Neill, ma- 
jority leader of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, is the 
Massachusetts equivalent of 
Sam Rayburn. O’Neill learned 
the art and craft of legislative 
compromise on Beacon Hill and 
perfected it in Washington. 

O’Neill’s technique is not 
Bella Abzug’s or Robert 
Drinan’s. He grabs five fingers 
and shakes hard. He slaps backs. 
He tells jokes. Then he slams the 
door to all visitors and gets down 
to the business of accommoda- 
tion with his willing victims. 

It was Tip O’Neill who made 
sure Spiro Agnew would not 
elude a court confrontation in 
Baltimore, and it was Tip 
O’Neill who guided the impeach- 
ment process, confident that 
sooner or later Richard Nixon 
would exit. It was also Tip 
O’Neill who insisted that 
Democrats not give Jerry Ford a 
hard time when Mr. Nixon 
selected the Michigan 
Republican to replace Agnew. 

Tip O’Neill is a progressive. 
He has been for years. Compared 
to his Republican friend and 
President, Tip O’Neill looks like 
a wild liberal. 

“Tip,” says an aide to Mayor 
Kevin White, “is a street guy. 
He’s committed to the city agen- 
da. Whether it’s urban mass 
transit or urban renewal, he 
always kicks, pushes, shoves. 
He’s regarded by mayors as their 
savior.” 

O’Neill was one of the first 
Congressional leaders to start 
chipping away at the highway 
trust fund in an ultimately 
successful attempt to switch 
some of that money into mass

transit. 

This year, the House Banking 
and Currency Committee was 
ready to report out a housing bill 
which provided that public hous- 
ing tenants pay rents based on 
the cost of their apartments 
rather than on what they can af- 
ford. People like Congressman 
Joe Moakley from South Boston 
and Boston Housing Authority 
member John Connolly appealed 
to O’Neill, who brought 
Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development James Lynn into 
his office and dickered with him 
for three hours. The proviso was 
changed. 

“It’s his leadership role,” says 
O’Neill’s administrative assis- 
tant, Gary Hymel. “The Speaker 
[Carl Albert of Oklahoma] looks 


to him to get the city boys to vote 
for bills of rural interest, and Tip 
asks the Speaker to get the coun- 
try boys for the city bills. It’s a 
nice two-way combination.” 

One of Mayor White’s aides 
says optimistically: ““Now, with 
his close friendship with Ford — 
depending only on Ford’s intran- 
sigence — this could be an op- 
portunity for mayors to get some 
progressive legislation.” 

There is disagreement here and 
in Washington over just how 
close that friendship is, but 
everyone concedes that Ford and 
O’Neill get along well. They 
worship together at the 
Congressional altar of legislative 
give-and-take. “Where there are 
compromises to be worked out,” 
an O’Neill aide says, “Tip could 


be the focal point. He’s in a 
crucial spot. They’ve always 
gotten along well. After a par- 
tisan battle, they both un- 
derstood and they walked out 
arm-in-arm. Neither one is sanc- 
timonious. They’re both 
professionals.” 

Tip O’Neill, then, is a likely 
messenger, bringing to Jerry 
Ford news of worlds he does not 
seem to perceive, of clubs he 
never joined, of hard-pressed 
citizens who know nothing of 
clubs at all. 

In short, Gerald Ford of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, is going to 
have to mix his Republican 
highballs with some Democratic 
beer chasers, and Tip O’Neill of 
North Cambridge can show him 
the saloons. 


Nixon and the Press 


On The Last Airless Day 


By Edwin Diamond 

WASHINGTON — Since it 
was an “historic first” — the 
dreaded last “first” of a Presi- 
dent obsessed with the need to 
be Number One — neither the 
White House nor the 
Washington press corps knew 
precisely what its respective role 
would be in the resignation 
drama of Richard Nixon. In the 
end they played their parts as in 
the past: President and press 
remained ignorant adversaries, 
neither becoming much wiser 
about the other. The press has 
“got to call it as they see it,” Mr. 
Nixon said in his farewell ad- 
dress to his staff — suggesting, in 


effect, that the two years of 


Watergate revelations had just 
been a matter of one perspective 
versus another. “Everybody in 
the Washington press corps is 
beginning to have post-partum 
blues,” the Newsweek bureau 
chief remaked, in a bittersweet 
reference to the welcome turmoil 
that Watergate and Richard 
Nixon had provided for so many 
months. 

Perhaps the most revealing 
vantage point from which to 
observe the last act of the long-

running show, Richard Nixon 
and the Press, was from the 
White House west wing, where 
Lyndon Johnson’s swimming 
pool had been covered over and 
the Nixon press room created. At 
any time on Resignation Day, 
August 8, 1974, a swim would 
have been welcome. The small 
hot room, its stale air blue with 
smoke, was like an airport 
lounge in some distant, hostile, 
incompetently-managed coun- 
try. It was as if a charter flight of 
185 important and imperious 
American journalists had been 
stranded in, say, Morocco, 
without prospects of transporta- 
tion anywhere. From time to 
time, barely audible an- 
nouncements would come over 
the loud-speaker about minor 
matters. Just before 11 a.m., a 
middle-level official appears 
with the news that the President 
and Gerald Ford will be meeting; 
he announces there will be 
another announcement in one 
hour. At 12:15, Ronald Ziegler 
himself emerges — a high 
representative of the firm — and 
states that there will be a 
presidential statement at 9 p.m. 
A departure time, perhaps, at 
last. 

The afternoon and early even- 
ing hours still must be filled; 
there is a good bit of milling 
about and filing of somewhat 
equivocal stories. Just before 5 


p.m. a magazine man offers a 
line he has been polishing for 
months: “Four more hours, four 
more hours.” 

The real joke is on the press. 
All this time the President is no 
more than 100 yards from the 
clamorous media men and 
women who are trying to divine 
his thoughts and “mood.” But 
he might as well be in outer 
space. When it comes time for 
this remote and aloof figure to 
walk across the street from his 
“hideaway” in the Executive Of- 
fice Building to the White House 
‘‘mansion’’ (the official 
designations), the gun-toting ex- 
ecutive protection agency guards 
clamp a “security hold” on the 
entire spread. Reporters inside 
the press room can’t leave, and 
reporters outside the White 
House gates can’t get in, until 
Richard Nixon, accompanied by 
the loyal Ziegler, negotiates the 
20-second stroll. From the 
northeast gate, as briefly as a 
falling star, he can be observed 
through a camera’s telescopic 
lens. Now he is in the building 
with the hated press, but on the 
dark side of the moon. 

At 8:55, the press room 
presents a tableau to please 
McLuhan himself: a circle of 
reporters grouped around the 
television set, striving to catch 
their first glimpse of the Presi-

Organizing for Daycare 


I have been active in daycare as a 
parent, teacher and union organizer, have 
visited at least 50 daycare centers and 
talked with hundreds of daycare workers, 
parents and administrators, so I feel com- 
pelled to respond to Ms. Paige’s article 
(Phoenix, August 6) about her search for 
adequate daycare. 

Ms. Paige apparently wrote it out of 
cursory observation of daycare centers 
and mainly talks with daycare center 
owners and administrators. To get a fuller 
picture, she would have interviewed ac- 
tive parents and more daycare workers, 
especially unionized workers who are join- 
ing BADWU/1199 Mass., a young and 
growing union for all daycare workers. 

The poor teacher-child ratios, low 
wages and benefits and the resultant high 
turnover of child-care workers are direct 
consequences of inadequate funding by 
the state and federal governments. The 
real miracle about daycare is that it is as 
good as it is — and this is so because most 
daycare workers, although terribly ex- 
ploited, do a damn good job. 


Examining Daycare 


I was shocked to read the uncritical 
reporting of remarks made by the owners 
of Living and Learning, which certainly 


gives a boost to profit-making chains. The 


corporation may be running in the red 
right now but uses it losses as a tax write- 
off, is undoubtedly growing in value every 
year, is planning to expand its operation, 
and pays the family members (and others 
who constitute the corporation) hand- 
somely in high salaries, bonuses and stock 
options. George Naddaff currently earns 
$60,000 per year while most Living and 
Learning workers average around $2 per 
hour. Also, the quote from Grace Mitchell 


‘must be quite an old one, since this ex- 


vice president of the corporation resigned 
several weeks ago — perhaps with a guilty 
conscience. Not surprisingly, the workers 
at Acton Living and Learning have joined 
District 1199 Mass. to improve both the 
working conditions and the quality of 
educations! daycare. 

Finally, I disagree with Ms. Paige’s con- 
clusion that there isn’t much that can be 
done about daycare right now. The thing 
to do is ORGANIZE! 

BADWU/1199 Mass. is presently 
organizing daycare workers in order to im- 
prove wages, benefits and working con- 
ditions; we are also joining forces with 
parents, community people and other ad- 


vocates for child services, working to 

build a mass movement of people who are 

entitled to and will demand quality child- 

care. Those who are interested in more in- 
formation should call 542-9204.

Until that problem is solv- 
ed, daycare administrators will be forced 
to trade off supplies, space and 
playground equipment for better wages 
for workers. As for my remarks about Liv- 
ing and Learning, I thought I made it 
clear that I did not support for-profit 
daycare, and was merely suggesting that 
non-profit centers must lobby even harder 
than the corporations in order to get a 
childcare bill that will support them. At 
present, Living and Learning centers are 
adequate if not exemplary. It is up to 
proponents of non-profit daycare to con- 
vince their legislators that with seed 
money, they could do a better job.

Just a quick note to reassure Carolyn 
Clay that feminists will not “lynch” her 
(as she so thrillingly phrases it) for pan- 
ning G.B. Shaw’s Misalliance in her 
theater column in the Aug. 6 Phoenix.

When Soglin ran for Mayor he 
knew that a sluggish city 
bureaucracy would frustrate the 
expeditious enactment of many 
of his ideas and programs. But 
there was another, unexpected 
ment. 

It’s been charged that neither 
the Mayor nor Police Chief 
Couper can control the men in 


to take time.” In Soglin’s es- 
timation the stage is being set for 
some fundamental changes in 
Madison’s government. 

Soglin’s “radical” tag was apt. 
_ In the late ’60s and early ’70s he 
acquired all the credentials of an 
ardent and articulate spokesman 
for the left, on the highly 
political campus of the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin. As a student 
there he served on the Madison 
City Council and used the posi- 
tion to condemn American 
foreign policy and the conduct of 
police during the welter of street 
demonstrations. He himself was 
twice arrested while protesting. 

Since becoming mayor, Soglin 
says he has “mellowed,” and oc- 
casionally he sports a stenciled 
‘‘Mellow Man’’ T-shirt. 
“Nowadays most of my time is 
spent on the mundane and un- 
glorious work of running Wiscon- 
sin’s capital city.” He’s as well 
versed on municipal sewer rates 
and property taxes as he is on 
leftist politics, and he’s as likely 
to use words such as “feasible” 
and ‘realistic’ as he is his past 
rhetoric. 

The greater part of Soglin’s 
first year in office has been spent 
organizing his administration, 
but nonetheless he has chalked 
up some impressive ac- 
complishments. 

After his ‘election Soglin im- 
mediately created a Transporta- 
tion Commission to coordinate 
all phases of the city’s public and 
private transit. Top priority was 
given to revamping the bus 
system and curtailing car traffic 
in the downtown area. With the 
purchase of 22 additional new 
buses, ridership is way up. 
Madison’s program has so 
delighted the Federal Urban 
Mass Transportation Commis- 
sion that it has made the city a 
model operation eligible for extra 
federal grants. 

Mayor Soglin has made some 
350 appointments to various 
committees dealing with hous- 
ing, day-care facilities, consumer 
affairs, the environment and 
employment. About half the ap- 
pointees were women. 

And this summer, after years 
of prodding by Soglin and his 
constituency, the first phase of

blue. Soglin has steadfastly 
defended the reform-minded 
chief against allegations of mis- 
management and improprieties, 
and of virtual insurrection from 
within the ranks.

The 
pressure to get rid of Chief 


Couper is intense. Although . 


petitions circulating within the 
department call for the Chief’s 
removal, Soglin insists he’ll 
stand fast until the charges are 
backed 4 by specifics. So far 
the anti-Couper faction has yet 
to produce any solid evidence. A 
special three-judge investigatory 
panel faulted the Chief for his 
casual use of “salty language” 
and nothing more. 

Though tension between 
Soglin and the police is easing 
somewhat, their relationship 
remains strained. While on the 
City Council, Soglin released to 
the press the identities of under- 
cover narcotics agents and 
claimed that the police were 
harassing selected politically ac- 
tive marijuana users and ignor- 
ing the hard drug traffic. “I’m 
not saying that was the right 
thing to do,” says Soglin now, 
weighing his words more 
cautiously than in the past. 
Currently he advocates the use 
of undercover agents with regard 
to “certain types of crimes.” 

Perhaps Soglin’s most sym- 
bolic crusade has been his effort 
to remove from the police 
department the “Affinity Files,” 
which catalogue the identities 
and activities of any number of 
radical leaders and subversives. 
The Mayor’s name is assuredly 
among them. Surprisingly, the 
Mayor and Police Chief are at 
loggerheads on this issue. The 
Chief maintains that he has sole 
control over the files and intends 
to keep them secret. Soglin is 
preparing to go to court over the 
matter. 

In a sense, Soglin’s election 
was the last hurrah for activism 
in Madison. Since his election 
the left has become hopelessly 
divided. During six years on the 
City Council Soglin was in the 
vanguard, in close touch with 
radical groups and personalities, 
but he was also a maverick, 
careful not to become cramped 
by ideological formulas. Even in

the heyday of SDS he performed 
autonomously. As mayor he is 
striving to retain his in- 
dependence, even though the 
Democratic party reluctantly 
carried his banner after he 
emerged the victor in a four can- 
didate, non-partisan primary. 
Soglin’s constituency as mayor 
is a city of 175,000, and not just 
an alderman’s district of 
students. On the one hand he 
uses his office to stage a press 


conference condemning universi-— 


ty complicity in the Army Math 
Research Center, accusing it of 
providing software for the elec- 
tronic battlefield; on the other 
hand he works diligently to at- 
tract employers to the city and is 
fervently fighting for a new 
multi-million dollar civic 
auditorium. “I don’t think 
anyone has refuted the state- 
ment that the business com- 
munity has really fared better in 
the last several months than 
they have in the last four years. 
At least he was consistent,” 
scoffs Soglin with reference to 
former Republican mayor 
William Dyke. ‘‘He treated 
everyone lousy, students and 
business.” 

Indeed, one of the hallmarks of 
the Soglin mayoralty has been 
its openness to all elements in 
the community. From the start 
Soglin has been adamant about 
bringing into his administration 
women, younger people and 
minorities, but he has not 


heads.” Newsmen drop in his of- 
fice for informal chats, whereas 
under former mayor Dyke, re- 
quests for interviews days or 
even weeks in advance would go 
unanswered. 

But like any politician 
nowadays, Soglin occasionally 
comes down on the press for dis- 
torting the news. “Some of the 
guys behind the city desks don’t 
know what the hell is going on in 
this city.” 

Soglin becomes visibly angry 
when accused of moving slowly. 
“Paul, let’s do this, or Paul, let’s 
do that,”’ Soglin mimics cynical- 
ly, “Paul, let’s work with the 
community. I see you guys come 
up to my office, or I get letters 
from you, so I set a date to get 
together and talk about doing 
something together, then I don’t 
hear from you for three months 
and I’m left holding the bag.” 
He’s been called an “average 
political hack” for not exerting 
more control over the police. 
“T’m sorry,”’ the Mayor snapped 
back, “I’m sorry I don’t have the 
luxury of saying we don’t need a 
police department.” 

Admittedly, Soglin feels 
stymied by the bureaucratic in- 
ertia of city government. “But 
what constantly gets me,” he 
complains, “‘is that people don’t 
know what it means to be mayor, 
and what it means to have to 
worry about the day-to-day 
things as well as developing pro- 
jects.” Late one night Soglin 
anguished, “Everybody’s home 
smoking dope and listening to 
music and God knows what else. 
I think there are more important 
things to do.” 

Madisonians, both left and 
right, agree that Soglin is a 
capable and shrewd politician. 
But unless he allies himself with 
the Democratic party his 
political future is uncertain. His 
re-election to another two-year 
term next April is up in the air, 
though he’s the decided favorite 
right now. He hasn’t sold himself 
sufficiently to the regular 
Democrats to get their 
wholehearted backing and much 
of his inner city support won’t be 
as vigorous the second time 
round. 

Should he lose, Soglin says 
he’d like to-remain in a non- 
elective municipal position. The 
talk around Madison, though, is 
that in the future there will be a 
Governor or Senator Soglin. The 
talk is only half in jest.

kes: Wheeling Toward Status

It might not be evident from 
the air pollution counts or a view 
of Kenmore Square in late after- 
noon, but the bicycle has 
definitely arrived as an 
American institution. Sneaking 
through lines of stalled autos, it 
has come to grace not only Com- 
monwealth Avenue curbsides, 
but the backs of touring mobile 
homes and even the cover of that 
business barometer, Fortune 
magazine. Its advocates — and 
I've long been one — believe the 
cycle revolution can sweep the 
cities as thoroughly as Boston 
Street cleaners don’t. In one vast 
shifting of gears, it is theorized, 
, we'll rid ourselves of gas lines, 
unmufflered noise, unfiltered 
fumes and illegal left turns. 
Instead we'll get all that exer- 
cise 


No one wishes it could come 
true more than I. Recently, 
however, I’ve entertained serious 
doubts about the possibility of 
two-wheeled utopias in 
American cities. Most of my mis- 
givings were prompted by a 
rather innocuous statement in- 
cluded as an afterthought in For- 
tune’s recent treatise on “the 
bicycle craze.’’ Since the 
readership of that periodical and 
this one scarcely overlap, I'll risk 
repeating it. Not only is the bicy- 
cle an inexpensive energy crisis 


auto alternative, wrote Fortune, 
but with proper care and 
maintenance, a bike can last a 
lifetime. 

Clear evidence of bike 
superiority? Perhaps so, in 
theory. Yet it’s precisely 
attributes I fear won’t sell the 
bicycle, but doom it. Quite simp- 
ly, a vehicle that is both inex- 
pensive and lasts a lifetime is 
anti-American. Alfred Sloan, 
were he alive, would tell you as 
much. 

Sloan, in case the name means 
nothing to you, served some 40 
years as the chairman of the 
board of General Motors. He 
recorded the experience in My 
Life with General Motors, 
wherein he applied poetics to 
pistons and parking lots. It was 
Sloan, not Henry Ford, who took 
the auto off the assembly line 
and put it firmly -into the 
national psyche. He did it by 
making vehicles and status syn- 
onymous. The originator of what 
we've come to call planned ob- 
solescence decided, in a stroke of 
business brilliance, that every 
GM car must change évery year, 
that the changes would take the 
form of new gnd niftier gadgetry, 
and that the gimcrack would cor- 
respond to one’s station in socie- 
ty. And just to make sure people 
came back for more, Sloan 


decided his cars would, in in- 
creasingly brief periods, fall 
utterly apart. He got America 
coming and going, and it netted 
him a few billion. 

But back to the bicycle. 
Ponder a minute the impact of a 


cheap transportation mode, en- 
during for a lifetime, on a nation 
weaned on trade-ins, where 
status means steering wheels, 
and upward mobility occurs via 
automatic transmission. With 
the speed of autos on Storrow 
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Drive, the bicycle would strip us 
of our cultural language. Almost 
anyone could scrape together $75 
for an immortal three-speed — 
nor would $150 for a ten-speed 
prove too exclusive, Imagine the 
consequences. How would we 
know who was who? People from 
all rides of life would face the 
steepest grade as equals, a 
frightening form of levelling. 
How would you tell a pimp from 
a biker? Unworthy relief 
recipients would become invisi- 
ble — what singer could croon 
about a welfare Peugot? The 
poor and the fat cats would be 
indistinguishable, especially 
since the latter would no longer 
have a weight problem. Nor 
could you discern a neighbor's 
Peete by the age of his 

ehicles. The need for trade-ins 
would end. In short, we'd have a 
cultural horror show. You 
couldn’t tell the riff from the 
raff. We might have to return to 
archaic forms of social inter- 
course — perhaps even conversa- 
tion — *¢o know what our fellow 
citizens are like. 

Fortunately, I can report that 
a small but growing vanguard of 
bicyclists is not standing still for 
that awful eventuality. Cyclists, 
well-known for inhaling noxious 
airs, are beginning to put some 
on as ‘well. Consider Neil, an - 
acquaintance twice-removed 
and heir to an Ohio meatpacking 
fortune, who is certainly doing 
his part to keep status in 
transportation. There was 
nothing really wrong with the 
$400 custom-made multi-speed 
model he’s had the past few 
years, but, well, the new $600 
bike certainly looks a little 
sleeker, the color is nicer, and 
somehow the ride seems 
smoother, quieter. Not to men- 
tion the suede seat. 

A Boston TV reporter is doing 
his part, too: his iconoclast’s 
glamour is augmented by a $390 
cycle which, if stolen, is replaced 
posthaste. Nor is he the biggest 
investor in town. An author of a 
bicycle manual arrived a few 
weeks back and, with thinly- 
veiled contempt for the hordes of 
ignorant cyclists hereabouts, dis- 
played his $900 two-wheeler, its 
frame wrought of nothing less 
than titanium. 

The trend toward status cycl- 
ing is new, but, thankfully, it’s 
beginning to filter down to the 
masses as well. Where once ten 
and three-speed alike paused at 
lights to gripe about the common 
enemy fuming around them, to- 
day blurs of gear-changing 
machismo charge uphill, 
flashing everything but a drag- 
race sign. And extravaganzas 
like the recent New England 
Bicycle Show, taking a back seat 
not even to an auto show in 
September, offer acres of 
accessories and visions of bicycle 
future. 

There are, at present though, 
limits to status cycling, the most 
serious of which, of course, is the 
fact that the individual human 
leg thus far has been needed to 
propel a bike. The Phoenix has 
learned, however, that British 
experts are busily at work 
designing a Family Cycle, which 
they hope will be perfected by 
1984, or at least before oil 
reserves are exhausted. Closely 
resembling what the Chinese 
once called rickshaws, the new- 
breed bike would have front- 
wheel drive, traditionally foot- 
powered, but in back it would 
offer a splendid coach, complete 
with cassettes, climate control, 
and luxurious cushions — a 
sedan spacious enough for six. A 
full line would be built, even- 
tually including, it’s hoped, golf 
carts, recreational vehicles and 
taxis. A range of options would 
be offered, including low 
monthly rates for one or more 
pedal-pushers. 

Of course, the sportier bike 
would not be abandoned. 
Researchers may soon perfect a 
ten-ounce bike constructed of 
zirconium and helium. It would

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Floating Questions in the Watergate Wake

“Consider the past quarter 
century. How many major events 
— really major events — have 
there been that simply do not 
ring true? In every case, the 
chance for complete information 
is very small, and the hope that 
in time researchers, students and 
historians will be able to ferret 
out truth from untruth, real from 
unreal, story from cover story, is 
at best a slim one.” 

From the foreword to The 
Secret Team, by L. Fletcher 
Prouty, Col., U.S. Air Force 
(ret.), subtitled The CIA and its 
Allies in Control of the United 
States and the World (Prentice 
Hall, 1973). 


Prouty is right. At least 
suggestively. We live in the 
midst of mystery on a grand, 
which is to say a world, scale. 
Mystery compounded daily by 
the way in which newspapers, 
magazines, radio and television 
present material that impresses 
itself on our minds. For example, 
Prouty asks, “Why is it that 
after more than 25 years of 
clandestine and overt involve- 
ment in Indochina, no one has 
been able to make a logical case 
for what we have been doing 
there ...?” This opens up a 
deeper question: why is it that in 
the absence of a logical case for 
U.S. intervention in Indochina 
the people of this country 
accepted and supported the 
adventure? Why is it that the 
sentiments of those who engaged 
in protest against an unexplain- 
ed war had an inconsequential 
effect on policy decisions? Surely 
it is clear that such decisions — 
to enter Indochina covertly, to 
expand the enterprise into a 
large military action involving 
half a million troops and more 
bombing than ever before in 
history, to terminate these tac- 
tics and instead to maintain a 
disguised strategic presence in 
Indochina — were made by 
neither the people nor their 
elected representatives, but 
rather by a corporate clique 
which at all significant levels 
controls what America does. 

This is the essence of the 
mystery. There is, in short, no 
mystery whatsoever. The cor- 
porate class, because of the in- 
creasingly critical problems 
generated by the~ economic 
system on which its wealth and 
privilege depend, has been com- 
pelled to grasp the levers of 
government and operate them 
according to the standard of 
what’s best for business. If this 
means firing a bunch of hired 
hands for one reason or another 
— the Nixon Administration — 
so be it. I do not profess to know 
the identity of the forces that 
threw the Nixon gang out of the 
White House. I do not pretend to 
have the inside dope on why and 
how. But it is eveident that it 
was the kind of clean sweep that 
has traditionally occurred after 
clashes among corporate- 
financial groups as well as 
among clans of racketeers. And 
it is highly possible that 
governmental bodies (the Ervin 
Senate Committee, the House 
Judiciary Committee, etc.) along 
with the press, radio and televi- 
sion, functioned as precedural 
and mind-conditioning in- 
struments to bring about the 
results that as yet unrevealed 
elements designed. 

I hold no brief for Nixon and 
his crowd. Nevertheless, as an 
inquisitive journalist I find 
myself asking questions about 
one of those “major events,” as 
Prouty calls them — in this in- 
stance, Watergate and its related 
scandals — which so far does not 
ring true. Let me list a few of 
these questions: 

1) After millions of words and 
pictures about the Watergate af-

fair, how come “no one has been 
able to make a logical case” ex- 
plaining how or why a team of 
professional sleuths, under the 
direction of a man whose CIA 
career had trained him to handle 
the burglary of the Democratic 
National Headquarters as 
routine work, bungled the job so 
beautifully? 

2) How come nobody to date 
has convincingly elucidated the 
objective of the caper? 

3) Why was it necessary for 
veteran CIA skullduggery artist, 
E. Howard Hunt, to make a 
White House connection not long 
before this particular raid on 
June 17, 1972? 

4) What kind of professional 
operatives would have in their 
possession, as they went about 
their assignment, an address 
book containing Hunt’s name 
with the initials WH beside it? 
(Every Washington cop and 
reporter knows at a glance what 
those initials stand for.) 

5) Why were they carrying 
and why were they being paid 
with $100 bills easily traceable to 
the Committee to Re-Elect the 
President? 

6) With all due respect to the 
aggressive and diligent 
“investigative reporting”’ of Carl 
Bernstein and Robert Woodward 


of the Washington Post, among 
other journalists, what 
motivated those in government 
and elsewhere, especially the 
anonymous Deep Throat, who 
provided them with generous 
assistance? 

7) How was President Nixon 
persuaded to install comprehen- 
sive and automatically activated 
tape-recording machinery in the 
White House? 

8) Who in his right mind 
would record conversations con- 
stituting documentary evidence 
of obstruction of justice? 

9) Was it merely chance that 
caused a staffer on the Ervin 
committee to ask minor witness 
Alexander Butterfield about the 
existence of this recording ap- 
paratus? 

10) For what other reason was 
Butterfield (or Butterfingers, as 
I’m inclined to call him) sum- 
moned before the committee, 
since it was he who supervised 
the installation of the 
machinery? 

11) Why the haste to head off 
the constitutional process of an 
impeachment hearing in the 
House of Representatives and, 
presumably, a subsequent 
Senate trial of President Nixon? 

12) On what authority did 
three unelected persons, accor- 


ding to report — Gen. Alexander 
Haig, Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger and Nixon attorney 
James St. Clair — put the final 
heat on Nixon to resign, thereby 
removing Congress from the pic- 
ture, evading the constitutional 
process, and depriving the 
theoretically soverign people of 
at least more of the story than 
will now be forthcoming? 

13) How come just enough 
time elapsed between the 
Watergate break-in and the elec- 
tions of November, 1972 for 
president Nixon to concoct a 
successful cover-up — which 
was, nonetheless, later to undo 
him — and to secure the most 
overwhelming victory ever 
achieved by the Republican Par- 
ty: 

14) What explains the initial 
jettisoning of Spiro Agnew as 
Vice President, the appointment 
of the unremarkable Gerald Ford 
(instead of the President’s first 
choice, swashbuckling John 
Connally,) the acceleration of 
Mr. Nixon’s troubles, the ascen- 
sion of Ford to the highest office 
in the land, and the almost im- 
mediate rumor (which may or 
may not be confirmed by the 
time this sees print) that 
Nelson Rockefeller was fron- 
trunner for the post of Vice 


President? 

15) Finally, now that the 
Republican Party has a new face 
and presumably new hopes for 
1976, how are we to view the 
publication in the New York 
Times Sunday Magazine of an 
article by a respected liberal 
journalist about Senator Edward 
Kennedy and perhaps the only 
“issue” that might seriously 
damage him as a Presidential 
candidate — Chappaquiddick? 

Well, if the Watergate affair, 
whether by scheme or accident, 
developed into a contest for 
political dominion among rival 
consolidations of economic 
power within the Republican 
Party, at the same time it has ex- 
posed the manner in which the 
corporate class calls the shots in 
Washington. Anyone who 
dreams that we have luckily es- 
caped the imposition of an 
authoritarian order on the 
United States imagines so for 
understandable reasons. This is 
the illusion now being promoted 
by the “conventional wisdomers” 
who take their cue from Presi- 
dent Ford’s proclamation that 
the long nightmare is over. And 
that he intends to give first 
priority to curbing inflation, 
which he describes as the first

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Don’t Quote Me...

The National Gay Task Force (NGTF) 
is taking action against the ABC Televi- 
sion Network in an effort to prevent the 
airing next season of a Marcus Welby 
M.D. episode entitled “The Outrage,” 
concerning a bloody and violent sexual 
assault on a 14-year-old boy by his male 
high school science teacher. The boy not 
only suffers internal injuries but 
begins questioning his manhood as the 
good Dr. Welby strives to convince him 
that the attack has not turned him into a 
homosexual. 

After the network submitted the script 
to the NGTF weeks ago for its comments, 
the group responded that the story was 
exploitative, would tend to reinforce 
people’s worst fears and biases about 
gays, and could constitute a major set- 
back to the slow progress that gay men 
and women have made toward equal job 
opportunity. 

But the network has apparently gone 
ahead with filming of the episode anyway, 
after revising the script by adding a line 
that the teacher is not a homosexual but a 
child molester, a sick man. 

That revision, though, does little to 
counteract the main thrust of the episode, 
particularly since the script reportedly 
still contains all the lines the NGTF finds 
most offensive. “I don’t know how to tell 
you this,” Dr. Welby says in breaking the 
news to the horrified mother, “but your 
son’s been sexually assaulted. By a man.’ 
And the boy’s father, upon hearing the 
news, declares: ‘““What kind of — pervert 
— they ought to put all those creeps — 
every last one of them — in jail. Under the 
jail.” 

* 

Locally, Gay Media Action has met 
with the powers-that-be at WCVB-TV, 
the local ABC affiliate, hoping to get a 
commitment that the Welby episode will 
be blacked out locally if the network goes 
ahead with its plans to air it. 

The power of a local station can be for- 
midable in such circumstances. Recently, 
Channel 5 decided not to broadcast in 
prime time this fall an ABC presentation 
of the horror movie, “Scream, Blacula, 
Scream,”’ a movie long on fangs, gore, 
voodoo and racism, but very short on 


taste. And as a direct result of the fact 
that the movie would not be seen in the 
nation’s fifth largest TV market, 
the network decided to cancel the showing 
altogether. 

When asked at a press conference two 
months ago about his responsibility to up- 
hold the law on busing for integration, 
even though it’s a concept he opposes, At- 
ty. Gen. Robert Quinn said that indeed 
he has been acting as lawyer for the State 
Board of Education throughout the con- 
troversy, and regardless of his personal 
opinions, he would continue to do so. 

Last week, though, Quinn (who is run- 
ning for governor) and the Board of 
Education clashed head-on in a dispute 
before the Supreme Judicial Court over 
implementation of a busing plan for 
Springfield — and when the Board asked 
Quinn for special counsel to represent its 
point of view, he refused.

‘Maiden Name’ 


Wins in Court

Under common law a person 
can use whatever name she or he 
chooses as long as it is not for 
fraudulent purposes. According 
to this tradition, a woman’s sur- 
name does not automatically 
change upon marriage. A woman 
who has never used her 
husband’s surname as her own 
does not have to go to probate 


-court to “change” her name back 


to her ‘‘maiden’’ name. A 
married woman’s maiden name 
is perfectly legal on all 
documents, including her 
passport, deeds to property, 
driver’s license, car registration, 
and income tax returns. 

In 1972 two married women 
were allowed to register to vote 
in Newton under their maiden 
names. Since that time, 
Arlington, Malden, Somerville, 
Waltham, Boston, Cambridge 
and other municipalities have 
followed Newton’s example. 
However, because many 
Massachusetts city clerks do not 
understand common law and 
because they misinterpret the 
Massachusetts General Laws, 
married women in many places 
have been denied the right to 
register to vote in their own 
names. 

In each of the past four years, 
at the State House, name change 
legislation has been introduced 
which is designed to rectify the 
abuses to which women who 
keep their own names are sub- 
ject. Every year, the name 
change bill is misconstrued by 
newspaper reporters as giving 
women “the right to use their 
maiden names after marriage.” 
Every year, officials and others 
who should know better 
proclaim that the defeat of the 
“maiden name” bill means that 
a married woman must use her 
husband’s surname. Actually, 
such bills simply codify a right 
that already exists. 


For the first time in 
Massachusetts a woman’s right 
to use her own name after 
marriage has been tested in 
court. Ms. Janet M. Sheppard 
took the Town of Winthrop to 
court for refusing to allow her to 
register to vote. Ms. Sheppard 
grew up in Winthrop, where she 
was editor of her high school year 
book and captain of her field 
hockey team. She is sister of this 
year’s Queen of the junior prom, 
and her parents and grand- 
parents live in Winthrop. As the 
townspeople say, Janet is “not 
the type” to make such a fuss 
over a name. But Ms. Sheppard 
refused to register to vote using 
her husband’s name. The town 
clerk, John A. Clark, insisted 
that a woman’s name changes 
automatically upon marriage. 

Ms. Sheppard called Name- 
Change, an organization in New- 
tonville, for help. She was 
referred to Jeanne Baker, one of 
the cooperating attornies for the 
Civil Liberties Union. Ms. Baker 
took the case to court and argued 
that Chapter 51, section 36, of 
the Mass. General Laws states a 
person can register to vote under 
the name ‘“‘by which he is 
generally known.” Mr. Clark’s 
refusal to register Ms. Sheppard 
under the name by which she is 
generally known was in clear 
violation of the statute. 

Judge John F. Moriarty of the 
Suffolk Superior Court ruled 
that a woman who is generally 
known by her maiden name is 
“entitled to vote” in that name. 
His decree declared that the 
registrars of voters in the Town 
of Winthrop “hereby are ordered 
to register” Ms. Sheppard in her 
own name (June 28, 1974). 

The Janet M. Sheppard case 
sets a precedent for all of Suffolk 
County. Women in other parts of 
the state, however, still may en- 
counter opposition when they

register. In Worcester, Ms. 
Frances Anthes was stricken 
from the registration list when 
she married. When asked to 
show evidence that she is not 
generally known as Mrs. Charles 
Washburn, she produced all her 
records of identification. The 
election board voted unanimous- 
ly to refuse to register her. Ms. 
Anthes and her attorney filed in 
Worcester Superior Court asking 
for a temporary injunction 
against the election board so 
that Ms. Anthes could vote in 
the primaries. The judge, a Ms. 
Griffin, refused to grant the in- 
junction and wondered why Ms. 
Anthes would not use her 
husband’s name just this once. 
The case is still pending. 

Because so many women are 
having difficulty using their own 
names after marriage, various 
organizations have been formed 
to educate the public about this 
issue and to support women who 
are trying to retain their names. 
The Center For a Woman’s Own 
Name in Barrington, Illinois is by 
far the largest and most active of 
such groups. Founded by Terri 
P. Tepper two years ago, the 
Center has become a national 
clearing house for name change 
information. The Center cor- 
responds with interested people 
from all over the United States 
and Europe. Any legislation, 
court decision, or newspaper ar- 
ticle that does not further a 
woman’s right to use her own 
name receives a quick and angry 
response. The Center receives 
hundreds of letters every day 
from women who wonder about 
the legal aspects of name chang- 
ing, and it has compiled a 
booklet, ‘‘“For Women Who Wish 


After Marriage.”’ This guide ex- 
plains how to deal with various 
public agencies, what to do 
about children’s names, and how 
to stay out of court. (It is 
available in most Harvard 
Square bookstores or can be 
ordered for $2 plus 25 cents 
postage from Name-Change, 128 
Lowell Avenue, Newtonville, 
Mass., 02160). 


Name-Change is a local af- 
filiate of the Barrington Center. 
Formed three years ago, its pur- 
poses are much the same as 
those of the Center, although 
Name-Change limits its scope to 
Massachusetts. Currently, 
Name-Change is asking the At- 
torney General to issue an opi- 
nion about children’s names. In 
January, 1974, Robert Quinn 
declared that a married woman 
has the right to give her child her 
surname, provided she has been 
through a formal name change 
court procedure. He is now being 
asked to address himself to 
women who have not submitted 
to such a procedure and who 
wish to give their babies a 
hyphenated combination of their 
surname and their husband’s 
surname. So far, in 
Massachusetts, no “legitimate” 
baby has been registered with a 
hyphenated last name when the 
father’s surname is not also 
hyphenated. 


As more married women run 
up against obstinate public 
officials, more court cases will be 
fought, and someday a woman’s 
retaining her name at marriage 
will not be unusual or alarming. 
That this day has yet to arrive 
will continue to surprise newly- 
wed women who try to use their 
own names.

is, indeed, surprisingly 
capitalistic, kithough Kesava 
denies he had any designs on 
Shapiro’s money — the obvious 
fear of the boy’s parents. 
Although they do panhandle 
quite aggressively on street cor- 
ners, the Krishnas derive most of 
their income from the Spiritual 
Sky Incense Co., the largest in 
the world, which they own. 

The threat of “deprogram- 
ming” its members is new to the 
Krishnas, but Ted Patrick has 
been performing it on “Jesus 
freaks” and members of other 
fundamentalist Christian groups 
for over three years, starting 
after he was frightened by his 
own son’s attraction to a 
Southern Californian group, the 
“Children of God.” 

Though his methods are effec- 
tive enough to be unnerving (he 
over 

eprogrammings), Patrick shows 
a te lack of knowledge or 
understanding of the beliefs and 
practices of most of the sects 
that he attacks. Reporters who 
have closely followed Patrick’s 
activities complain that he 
lumps all such groups together in 
his mind with Charles Manson 
and satanist cults. “They can 
teach these kids to, kill our 
leaders or anyone else,” he has 
been quoted as saying. ‘Manson 
was just a warning.” 

But the obvious questions and 
concerns are: just who is 
brainwashing whom? Who is 
Ted Patrick to judge what is 
“normality?” Should this coun- 
try tolerate his trouble-shooting 
brand of private inquisition? 
And what legal remedy does any 
adult have if he would rather not 
be “deprogrammed?” 

basic issue,’’ said 
Kesava, ‘“‘is whether anyone has 
the right to alter another’s con- 
sciousness through force. This 
thing has frightening im- 


plications. It’s a moral issue. 
Patrick says that fundamentalist 
sects ‘program’ their members, 
but who is he to determine what 
is a fundamentalist sect? Most 
learning is programmed. Patrick 
could theoretically deprogram 
every Catholic in Boston.” 

Indeed, Ted Patrick boasts 
that once he gets started, no one 
can resist his deprogramming — 
and that the more hostile his vic- 
tim is, the better. Recently, he 
has even gotten into the area of 
political deprogramming, having 
used his therapy in New York on 
a member of the leftist National 
Caucus of Labor Committees. 

But his success claims may be 
exaggerated, since he offers no 
figures on how many of his con- 
verts stay that way. His most 
celebrated case, indeed, proved 
to be a failure. 

It involved 19-year-old Kathy 
Crampton of San Diego, who had 
left college and joined a Seattle 
commune named “Love Isreal.” 
As detailed in an article publish- 
ed last January in a high school 
publication, Senior Scholastic, 
the case also presents a graphic 
picture of how Patrick’s techni- 
que works. The article is en- 
titled, “The Devil Vs. Mr. 
Patrick — Can Your Parents 
Have You Brainwashed?” 

The short but forceful and 
deep-voiced Patrick, according 
to the article, first confronted 
Kathy Crampton saying: “You, 
Kathy, have been brainwashed. 
They say God is Satan, and 
Satan is God .... We’re asking 
you to use your mind. To think 
for yourself.” 

Kathy responds, “I’m living 
for Christ.” 

Patrick: ‘‘No, you’re not. 
You’re living for Love Israel. 
You’re not allowed to love your 
neighbors or your own parents. 
Everything not in the commune 
is Satan to you.” 

Kathy: “My father is God. My 
mother is a vision of peace.” 

Patrick: “No, no. This is the 
only mother you have [gesturing 
toward Kathy’s mother]. If you 


don’t believe that is your 
mother, you are calling God and 
the Bible a lie.” 

Kathy’s mother: “Where did 
you spend Christmas? Who 
changed your brain to make you 
think this wasn’t a home 
anymore — just a house where 
two people lived who meant 
nothing to you?” 

Kathy: “I can’t answer you. 
You’re using your definitions.” 


Patrick (the old ‘bad cop — good 
cop’ routine) takes over the 
therapy. 

“How’re you doing, Kathy?” 
he asks, ever so gently. “You 
don’t look so good.” 

Kathy: “Steve, I’m so afraid. I 
can see your mind — twisting my 
words. My soul aches. No one 
believes me. I trust what I’ve 
seen and everyone tells me what 
I’ve seen is Satan.”

Kathy’s father joines the con- 
versation: ‘‘We just want to 
know, Kathy. Did we exist as 
your mother and father last 
Christmas? When did we cease 
to exist for you, Kathy? Kathy? 
What are you trying to tell us 
with your silence?” 

Kathy: “I can’t talk to you 
because we don’t agree.” 

The approach is later shifted, 
as Steve Scott, a long-haired 
youth who works often with Ted 


The process continues until 
Kathy’s parents in the next room 
are startled by her shuddering 
scream. Steve Scott comes in, 
elated. ‘“‘She’s broken,”’ he says. 
“She wants to know if she was 
deceived.” “Well,” responded 
Ted Patrick, ‘‘let’s keep working 
on her.” 

Some parents may think that 
Ted Patrick is the answer to 
their prayers, but Paul Feinberg, 
attorney for the local Hare 


Krishna sect, says the “cure” 
often lasts little longer than a 
few days. 

Indeed, the same night that 
Kathy Crampton was supposed- 
ly “broken,” she ran off and re- 
joined the Love Israel commune. 

Despite such setbacks, there is 
a continued and even increasing 
demand for Patrick’s services, 
and though everywhere he goes 
he faces law suits, he generally 
finds law enforcement officials 
and judges to be more than sym- 
pathetic to his and the parents’ 
point of view. 

Most outraged are religious 
organizations, of course, and the 
articles most strongly critical of 
his strong-arm techniques have 
appeared in such publications as 
“Christian Century’’ and 
“Christianity Today.’’ His 
therapy, according to such 
reports, is comparable to Nazi 
brainwashing techniques. The 
young people are kept virtual 
prisoners, usually in motel 
rooms, for periods lasting 
anywhere from a few days to a 
month — isolated from contact 
with anyone except their parents 
and Patrick. They are said to be 
nl awake as long as 20 hours a 

ay. 

Kesava, the Krishna leader, 
says psychiatrists have told him 
that in such a state anyone can 
be made to believe — or not 


= believe — almost anything. 


Patrick continues to parade 
= such questionable operations un- 
der a cloak of legal sanction. 
“We may be forced to go beyond 
the law,” he said when he started 
his crusade. In New York a year 
ago Patrick faced, and beat, his 
first serious criminal charge, 
after he and the father of a 20- 
year-old, Daniel Voll, seized the 
boy on a street corner and 
attempted to drag him bodily 
into a waiting car, permanently 
dislocating one of the boy’s 
fingers. 

Patrick did not even bother to 
dispute the facts. He was cleared 
under an obscure provision of the

The Krishnas weren’t really 
surprised — nor did they seem 
really optimistic about their 
pending civil suit in Suffolk 
Superior Court seeking release of 
the two boys and damages of 
$250,000 from Patrick and the 
parents. 

The suit, in fact, began to un- 
ravel Friday morning when 
lawyers for the parents presented 
to Judge James P. Lynch 
notarized letters from Lee Roth 
asking that the suit be discon- 
tinued and stating that he had 
not authorized the suit and had 
no interest in taking legal action 
against anyone. A similar letter 
from Ed Shapiro, the judge was 
assured, would be forthcoming. 

Civil Liberties Union Attorney 
Matthew Feinberg, filling in for 
his cousin, Paul, requested that 
Shapiro be produced for a men- 
tal examination to determine his 
competence as a witness. 
Denied. 

“Furthermore,” said the letter 
from Lee Roth, “I do not intend 
to renew any connection with the 
Hare Krishna movement.” 

Lee and Edward, meanwhile, 
are no longer with their parents. 
They are ‘‘traveling with 
friends,” said one of the family’s 
lawyers, giving the impression 
that they are once again free to 


go wherever they want. Actually,

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The Krishnas: A Mostly American Cult 


By Faye Levine 

The Hare Krishnas are a 
primarily American youth group 
led by an aged Indian and iden- 
tified by their chanting of the 
mantra, or spell: Hare Krishna/ 
Hare Krishna/ Krishna Krishna/ 
Hare Hare Hare Rama/ Hare 


(Faye Levine, a fellow at the 
Radcliffe Institute, is the author 
of The Strange World of the 
Hare Krishnas, published by 
Fawcett this spring.) 


Rama/ Rama Rama/ Hare Hare. 
The group materialized only 
eight summers ago, in New York 
City’s Tompkins Square Park on 
the Lower East Side, not far 
from the home of one of their 
first reported celebrity well- 
wishers, Allen Ginsberg. 

As befits a religious move- 
ment, its origins are slightly 
obscure. A.C. Bhaktivedanta, 
then 70 years old, had recently 
emigrated to Boston, which he 
found inhospitable. His journey 


is said to have been paid for by 
Sumati Moraji, owner of India’s 
largest shipping company, but 
legend also has it that the Swami 
reached the States with only $5 
and a carton of Sanskrit scrip- 
tures. At any rate, Bhaktivedan- 
ta, later to be called 
“Prabhupada’”’ or ‘‘Master- 
Foot,” set up a small ritual and 
educational headquarters in a 
storefront near the Bowery on 
Second Avenue, and went on to 
accumulate something like 3000 
followers, several hundred thou- 


sand dollars worth of real estate, 
cars, audio equipment, and tem- 
ple paraphernalia, and an L.A.- 
based computer (which chants 
like a devotee when not 
otherwise employed). 


The unauthorized version of 
the Hare Krishnas’ beginnings 
relates that in 1966 a Columbia 
University PhD candidate in 
history and his friend were trip- 
ping on acid in India where they 
met one Abhay Charan De, call- 
ed Bhaktivedanta by his 
religious community. They con- 
vinced this former manager of a 
pharmaceuticals concern to 
come back with them to the U.S. 
and be a guru. The two

Americans are now in the highest 
ranks of the movement; the 
would-be PhD goes by the 
Sanskrit name Kirtananda and 
is considered next in line for the 
spiritual mastership. 


The relationship between the 
Hare Krishnas and the 
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simultaneously burgeoning drug 
culture has yet to be understood. 
The psychedelic-radical East 
Village Other featured the Hare 
Krishna Swami on its cover. 
Eight years later the Krishnas, 
now incorporated as the Inter- 
national Society for Krishna 
Consciousness (ISKCON), still 
keep that faded clipping close at 
hand. A master’s thesis in 
sociology written by Jan 
Engsberg and Richard Clayton 
of the University of Kentucky 
contends that the important 
conversion in the lives of Hare 
Krishna devotees is their deci- 
sion for hippiedom, as it were — 
the later adoption of neo- 
Hinduism is only a superficial 
modification of bheavior. 


In his early days in New York, 
chanting and playing bells and 
drum for the Sunday afternoon 
crowd in the downtown parks, 
the Swami from Calcutta at- 
tracted young men and women 
in jeans and “hippie” costume. 
Representatives of the city’s 
fashion and art worlds looked in 
on the festivity, as if tacitly en- 
dorsing the kids’ rebellion. But 
Renata Adler in the New Yorker 
rejected the whole phenomenon 
on aesthetic grounds. In her es- 
say, “Selling An Enraged Bread 
Pudding” (November 12, 1966), 
she deplored the “‘passivity of in- 


tellect,’’ the ‘‘benign 
monotony,” and the “vaguely 
anesthetic’’ quality of 


Bhaktivedanta’s cult. 


As the loose collection of 
youngsters became a sect, 
Bhaktivedenta’s rituals became 
ornate and exotic. His monks 
began to wear immaculate 
saffron-dyed robes. His boys 
shaved their heads except for a 
topknot or Mohawk. His girls 
traded their jeans for flowery 
saris. And one and all painted 
white marks on their brows and 
arms, like the elder Bengali. The 
spectacle was so diverting that

The Theology ‘ 

Hare Krishna theology and 
morality come mainly from its 
leader’s extensively annotated 
translation of the Bhagavad- 
Gita, a classical Hindu poem 
about the warrior’s duty to fight 
(and related subjects). Some of 
its key maxims are: . 

1) I am not this body. 

2) Krishna is the supreme 
personality. 

3) Krishna is the same as his 
name. 

4) We are eternal servitors of 
Krishna 


5) The purpose of life is to un- 
derstand Krishna and to revive 
our relationship with him. 

This system derives from 
orthodox Hinduism, which es- 
chews identification of self with 
the outer shell of body and social 


life in favor of a Platonic essence 


of spirit-soul, and recommends 
working toward the dissolution 
of the web of cause-and-effect 
and the release from the cycle of 
reincarnation. 

But the Hare Krishnas’ 
emphasis on a personal god, 
Krishna, distinguishes the sect 
from most Hindu and other yoga 
cults. They are passionate yogis 
who believe that emotional ex- 
pression is a faster path to God 
than study, meditation, gym- 
nastics, or breath-control. They 
sing and chant Hare Krishna 
many hours a day, dance and 
jump up and down like souls 

, and perform conscien- 
tious rounds of practical and 
ritual duties they call 
“devotional service.” 

Perhaps paradoxically, they 
also follow an austere discipline 
at the temple: rising before 
dawn, bathing frequently, 
abstaining from meat, 
cigarettes, coffee, alcohol, etc. If 
unmarried, they observe 
celibacy, and all devotees’ 
marriages are “arranged” by 
Bhaktivedanta or his ap- 
pointees. 

The Hare Krishnas focus their 
attention on the past. The 
Golden Age of humanity, they 
say, occurred some hundreds of 
thousands of years ago, when 
men lived much longer than we 
do and had superior mental 
capacities. They see civilization 
careering downward from the 
heights described in the Vedas, 
India’s sacred literature. Their 
goal is individual salvation, and 
their hope is that ISKCON’s 
heroism or the collective force of 
chanting may possibly slow the 
general decline. 

They do not believe in “social 
work,”’ but rather feel that 
everyone bears responsibility for 
his own fate, including victims 
of famine or war. Nevertheless, 
the Hare Krishnas have a base 
of operations in Calcutta from 
which they give food to large 
numbers of people in 
Bangladesh. They also run dairy 
farms in the U.S. with the expec- 
tation that, in the event of 
catastrophic economic break- 
down, they will be on the spot 
with a well-organized system for 
the supply and distribution of 
basic necessities. They view 
their own “Brahmin” priests as 
the aristocracy of the good socie- 
ty, and their stick-wielding 
“Kshatriyas” as the necessary 
warriors. Women, merchants, 
and workers are called “low- 
born,” though the Hare Krishnas 
concede that spiritual salvation 
is also available to them, if more 
difficult.

York, Bhaktivedanta visited San 
Francisco -and set up head- 
quarters on Valencia Street there 
well before the “Summer of 
Love.” In subsequent years he 
and his young male emissaries 
founded cells of Krishna 
Consciousness in 18 of the 25 
most populous metropolitan 
areas in the U.S., as well as in 
some unlikely places like 
Virginia Beach and Fort Sam 
Houston. He sent Bali Mardon, a 
self-styled former “gangster,” to 
see what could be done in Asia, 
and the jaunt resulted in temples 
in Tokyo, Hong Kong and 
Manila. Young Americans and 
Europeans; like missionaries, 
opened Hare Krishna centers in 
several places in India. As of this 
writing, the Society runs temples 
that are communal residences in 
approximately 35 American 
cities (with one working farm on 
the West Virginia-Ohio. border 
and another planned for upstate 
New York), and 25 locations 
abroad, mostly in Europe and 
the Commonwealth. 

This expansion has not been 
trouble-free. Between 1972 and 
1973 as many as 19 temples were 
shut down, and 14 started up 
elsewhere. ISKCON officials 
reluctantly admit to occasional 
difficulties with surrounding 
communities. In Brooklyn black 
priests denounced them as 


“devil-worshippers.” There was 
mysterious arson in Seattle. The 
group was evicted altogether 
from the Dominican Republic. 
Although its most obvious 
source of income would seem to 
be begging on the street and the 
sale of incense and books, Hare 
Krishna activity is also backed 
financially by the Birla family, 
the Rockefellers of India. 
Devotees and their parents are 


pressed to contribute money and. 


oy the sect also accepts 
S.D.A. surplus grains and 
scavenges at grocery outlets. 
Highlights of recent Hare 
Krishna history include an 
embezzlement at the St. Louis 
temple and two strikingly un- 
successful attempts to run tem- 
ple presidents for Mayor in 
Dallas and Atlanta.

concern of millions of 
Americans. His predecessor, let 
us not forget, said so as well. 
They’re correct, no doubt, but 
neither has said a word about 
any substantial reduction in the 
more than $80 billion a year 
which the public pays for ar- 
maments, receiving in return in- 
flated prices for the necessities of 
life while the corporations go 
their merry way, turning wars, 
hot or cold, on and off to boost 
their profits. 

For almost 200 years our 
system of representative 
democracy has endured the 
stresses and strains of economic 
corruption. Or, to say it 
differently, the corporate profit 
system, which evolved into its 
modern form after the Civil War, 
has until recently been able to 
tolerate, generally speaking, 
popular exercise of the freedoms 
and liberties with which 
capitalism supplanted feudal 
society. The Vietnam war and 
Watergate seem to me to signify 
that the corporate value system 
and the system of popular 
democracy are heading towards 
crucial confrontation. In this, an 
early stage of the struggle, the 
corporate class, well-organized 
and sophisticated, sure of its 
goals, in command of the in- 
stitutions by which our lives and 
thoughts are shaped, his taken 
charge. Using such phrases as 
‘‘national interest’’ and 
‘national security,’’ our 
corporate-political leaders since 


1946 have managed to convince 
us that they are working for us 
rather than for themselves and 
their profits.

Instead, the crowd had to 
make do with a valedictory from 
Ziegler. 


But it was not the last word. 
Nixon surprised everyone 
(probably including himself) by 
bidding a “personal” farewell to 
his staff the next morning with 
national television looking on. 


No amount of anchorman soft 
soap could deodorize the spec- 
tacle as the 61-year-old shaman 
tried to exorcise all his 
hobgoblins. He wasn’t leaving 
the White House a rich man (like 
Lyndon Johnson); his father 
hadn’t been a success (like John 
Kennedy’s father); no one would 
write a book abcut his mother 
(like John Kennedy’s mother). 
Finally, he would like to quote 
from a book (though I was never 
Ivy league). 

Mostly, however, the farewell 
was filled with the starkest im- 
ages of pain and suffering and 
death. After nearly thirty years 
in public life, Richard Nixon 
wanted to tell us about himself. 
He was giving us an impromptu 
psychohistory. But by then, no 


one really cared. The place — 
and the man — had become too 
suffocating. 

What about the Watergate 
cover-up? Obstruction of justice? 
Income taxes? The Congress 
quickly walked away from it all, 
like a witness fleeing a par- 
ticularly grisly car crash: 
Richard Nixon was now Special 
Prosecutor Jaworski’s problem. 
A knowledgeable Republican 
politician believes that “the 
country will send a signal” to 
Jaworski that it doesn’t want to 
hear about Nixon ever again. 
“It’s like Jack Ruby,” my friend 
said. “He killed Oswald on live 
television but that trial was 
delayed and delayed. Then Ruby 
did the public a favor and died so 
people could forget him... .”

Continued from page #———— 
was broken on its sixth day. 
Although no violence had oc- 
curred at the prison, penal of- 
ficials called in State police with 
anti-riot gear and police dogs to 
carry out the transfers of the 26 
men to Walpole MCI. Members 
of the Norfolk 26 state that, con- 
trary to DOC’s procedural 
guidelines (requiring that in- 
mates pegged for a punitive 
transfer be advised of charges 
and granted a hearing), “The 26 
Norfolk inmates were transfered 
before disciplinary charges were 


ever written.” 

The strike began after the 
death of inmate James Cofield 
on July 18. Inmates believed 
Cofield had not received ade- 
quate care in the Norfolk prison 
hospital. Their strike demands 
included better medical atten- 
tion and implementation of 
reforms mandated by Ch. 777 
(the omnibus corrections bill 
that went into effect October 
1972). 

Medical personnel in the 
Correction Dept. report that 
Cofield had been under care 
prior to his imprisonment, for six 
years, for severe headaches, and 
that his death resulted from “an 
undetectable skull tumor.”

AMHERST — ‘Will the 
veterans walk out if the strike 
hasn’t been settled in two 
weeks?” Jon Morris smiled wryly 
on Thursday night. “To tell you 
the truth, I think most of the 
-: feel ‘like walking out right 


ane it was business as usual 
for the New England Patriots, 
the usual business in this case 
meaning that two-a-day 
workouts had commenced. Two- 
a-days are sort of football’s 
answer to the rack and pinion, 
effectively combining most of 
the more interesting aspects of, 
say, (a) a marathon run across 
the Bonneville Salt Flats (b) go- 
ing one-on-one with an irate 
rhinoceros, (c) the Chinese 
Water Torture, and (d) getting 
oneself trapped overnight in a 
Turkish Bath. Two-a-days are 
not what you’d call ex- 
hilarating. Unless you happened 
to be a football coach. 

“They don’t look like they’re 
in good shape at all,” was Chuck 
Fairbanks’s dry observation 
after putting the prodigal 
veterans through their first full 
day of workouts. (On Wednesday 
the coach had arranged for a 
workout under the lights, mean- 
ing that within the space of 24 
hours, the reporting players had 
actually endured three practice 
sessions.) “They looked tired.” 
He paused, leaned back in his 
chair and stared at the ceiling. 
“They don’t look like they’re 
ready to hit.” 

Hit. Football coaches almost 
universally employ the term 
with the same reverence a

Marine Drill Instructor com- 
monly assigns to the word 
“Kill!” in the midst of bayonet 
drills. It is in football parlance a 
word to be savored, for it sums 
up the very essence of the game. 


And now that the veteran 
players had returned to the fold 
(albeit allegedly just for the 
duration of the two-week 
“cooling-off” period; I seriously 
doubt that there is a rational be- 


ing in the Western world who 
genuinely believes that when the 
time of grace has expired they 
are going to walk out en masse 
again), swelling the team’s 
numbers to over 100 bodies, 


Fairbanks could hardly supress 
his eagerness to get on with some 
hitting. As it turned out, besides 
the violence wreaked upon 
blocking dummies, the only real 
hitting done that day was 


between two returned strikers. 
Reggie Rucker ard Sandy Durko 
“got their feathers ruffled,” as 
Fairbanks described the episode, 
and briefly interrupted a drill for 
a sparring match. (If the Mar- 
quis of Queensbury had ever en- 
visioned two people trying to 
conduct a fist fight dressed in 
full football gear he probably 
wouldn’t have bothered to write 
any rules at all.) Apart from that 


incident, the only exchanges of 


animosity took place behind 
closed doors at the Board of 
Directors meeting, another one 
of those friendly little tete-a- 
tetes whrere members of the 
families Sullivan, Marr, and 
Sargent sit down and play 
Monopoly with other people’s 
money. 

Following a lunch break, the 
100-strong squad took the field 
and waited for the signal to begin 
calisthenics. Fairbanks runs his 
practice sessions meticulously. 
Everything is broken down into 
strictly-rationed time segments, 
and a ballboy sits off to one side 
of the field with a stopwatch, his 
sole function being to toot a little 
bicycle horn whenever eight or 
ten or 15 minutes or whatever 
have expired. 

At the first honk, the players 
assembled in formation, loosen- 
ed up a bit, and then lay on their 
backs for the “rocking horse”’ ex-

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Pumpka, Poker, Pizza — and the Minutemen

There are 17,643 playoff 
stories in the naked city, and this 
is one of them. 

But this one is a little 
different. This is about the best 
Polish goaltender in Boston, who 
can’t speak English but who 
plays poker very well. This is 
about Salvi the Pizza Man, who 
likes to bring his friend Phil 
Esposito to the games so Phil can 
run around on the field preten- 
ding he’s Johann Cruyff. This is 
about a p.r. man — who used to 
sell Mason Reese — rooting very 
hard for his team to win so he 
can go to California and not have 
to paint his garage. 

Yes, this one is about the 
Boston Minutemen, who are not 
the Boston Astros, and who last 
Thursday night before a cuckoo 
crowd at BC’s Alumni Stadium 
became semifinalists in the 
playoffs of the North American 
Soccer League, which is not the 
National Professional Soccer 
League. Okay? 

There were 9713 people plus 
the Nationally Renowned and 

Award-Winning St. Thomas 
Aquinas Band of Jamaica Plain 
on hand Thursday to watch the 
Minutemen close out what they 
consider to have been a 
successful first season at home 
with a 1-0 victory over the 
Baltimore Comets. The Comets 
may have had a Stan Smith and 
Keith (No More Tangles) Aqui, 
but the Minutemen had Pumpka 
the Goalie, Jelinek the Czech, 
and Coker, whom things went 
better with.

And so the Minutemen were 
off to Los Angeles on Friday to 
play the LA Aztecs on Saturday 
night, with the winner of that 
game proceeding on to the finals, 
which will be televised national- 
ly next Sunday on CBS. All of 
this is for the $10,000 per team 
that will go to the eventual 
league champion. No snicker, 
please. The Comets’ playoff 
payoff for making the quarter- 
finals was $150 per man, which is 
not even enough for plane fare to 
get them back to any of the 
foreign countries from whence 
they came. 

“Forget the money,” said Jack 
Falla, the Minutemen’s public 
relations guy. “If we win tonight, 
I don’t have to paint my garage 
this weekend, ’cause we Remy 
LA early Friday. Then, if we 
beat LA and get into the finals, I 
don’t have to dig up my 
crabgrass until September.” 
Falla, who once worked for 
Kenyon-Eckhardt in New York 
handling seven-year-old Mason 


working 
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Reese among others, says that 
Los Angeles is better than his 
lawn anytime. 


Falla figures that a lot of 
crabgrass has been weeded out of 
the Minutemen operation in this 
its first season. Up against the 
Red Sox, the Lobsters, the 
Astros and fan ignorance, the 
team averaged 9642 people for 10 
home dates, way above the 6800 
that had been projected. The 
Minutemen won their Northern 
Division, developed a crazy and 
consistent following, and turned 
out to be one of the league’s five 
strongest franchises. 


“Our income’s been greater 
than we expected,” said Falla, 
“but so have our expenditures. 
In terms of people, we’re where 
we expected to be in two years. 
In terms of money, we’re where 
we expected to be this year.” 

‘*There’s confidence 
throughout the league now,” 
says NASL commissioner Phil 
Woosnam, who has made 
professional soccer survive in 
this country for eight years just 
by the sheer power of his Welsh 
will. “There is more knowledge 
of the situation by everyone, a 
patience on the part of both the 
public and the media. 

“I like to think we now are 


where the AFL was back in 1960. 
We’re just coming out of our own 
New York Titans period.” 

Woosnam, in accord with the 
league owners, has just hired 
famed German coach Dettmer 
Cramer to guide the US National 
team, which will be made up 
solely of American-born players. 
Woosnam is trying right now to 
insure that this squad will be 
allowed to compete in the next 
World Cup in 1978. He’s already 
scheduled for September a game 
in Dallas against the Mexican 
national team. 

“T honestly think that in ten 
years this country will be the 
soccer hub of the world,” says 
Woosnam, who unfortunately 
was saying that ten years ago. 

For now, the Minutemen and 
the league struggle to endure 
with the best foreign players 
they can get. They made it into 
the semi finals the other night 
mainly due to the performances 
of Josef Jelinek from 
Czechoslovakia, Ade Coker from 
Nigeria and Jan (Pumpka) 
Michniewski from Poland. 
Jelinek, a halfback, scored the 
game’s only goal at 1:35 in the 
first half when he hooked into 
the top right corner a vicious ris- 
ing shot that went by Baltimore 
goalie Lincoln Phillips faster 
than a speeding bullet. And 
Coker? The dazzling little 
forward controlled the ball and 
the game for long periods, fed 
Jelinek for the goal, and just 
missed scoring himself on at 
least three occasions. 

The real story of the game, 
though, was Pumpka 
Michniewski, who got this 
nickname in the Minutemen’s 
preseason training camp when 
his main assignment was pum- 
ping up the soccer balls before 
practice. For the first half of the 


year that was as close as he came 
to making a save, since Ian 
McKechnie was first-string 
goalie. But when McKechnie got 
hurt, Michniewski (who said 
through his translator, cousin 
Jerry Pieleizry, that he never 
stopped working in practice) 
took over, and has had three 
shutouts and a 1.00 goals / per / 
game average ever since. 

He is from Katowice, where 
his wife, infant daughter and 
seven-year-old son live still, un- 
able to get out of Poland. “With 
a Communist country, you can 
never tell,” he said through 
Pieleizry. ‘“They could be here in 
seven days or seven months.” 

In the meantime, he occupies 
himself making Flying Wallenda 
saves, smiling a lot and winning 
at poker. “Don’t play poker with 
him,” Falla warns. “On a trip to 
Seattle this year, he had half the 
team cleaned out by Chicago.” 
When told of this, Pumpka just 
grins and in translation says, “I 
am really about even,” which 
leads one to believe that he has 
some Warsaw Slim in him. 

The other night, after 
watching Phil Esposito run 
around like a drunk and kick two 
Ceremonial First Balls into’ the 
stands (Esposito is friends with 
many of the Minutemen since he 
hangs out at the same place they 
do, Salvi’s Pizza on Harvard 
Street, owned by soccer fanatic 
Salvi Atria), Pumpka went out 
and saved his team into the 


semis. 

Jack Falla was happy. The 
Nationally Renowned and 
Award-Winning St. Thomas 
Aquinas Band was happy. Salvi 
was happy. 

But Pumpka was happiest of 
all. The trip to Los Angeles was 
going to be a long one, and his 
poker game would be too.

The balance of the day was 
largely anticlimactic. (It was, 
after all, pretty hard to top.) But 
as the team broke down by posi- 
tion, it was quickly evident that 
Brian Dowling was not on the 
set. After practice Fairbanks an- 
nounced that he had been placed 
on waivers. Translate cut. After 
being in Amherst for a few hours, 
B.D. had been for the past 
several months the center of con- 
troversy (well, about as much 
controversy as a third-string 
quarterback can produce, 
anyway) involving himself, Fair- 
banks, the Patriots, the WFL, 
and God. Discouraged because 
he wasn’t being used, upset 
because he’d been abruptly 
relegated to the taxi squad, 
doubly upset by the means Fair- 
banks employed to de-activate 
him (he had learned of his demo- 
tion when he showed up to dress 
for a game in the Houston 
Astrodome last year, only to find 
no jersey in his locker), Dowling 
had asked to be traded 
elsewhere.

It surprised no one, 
then, that Fairbanks finally 
arrived at the conclusion that he 
was expendable, but why in 
heaven’s name had he waited so 
long to do it? 

(There had been presistent 
rumors that the Patriots were in 
the process of making some sort 
of clandestine deal with the 
Stars, viz: the Patriots would 
release Dowling if the Stars in 
turn would promise to stop talk- 
ing to Julius Adams.) 

Not true at all, replied Fair- 
banks, claiming he hadn’t com- 
municated with anyone from 
“any other league.”’

possibility that, unlike in recent 
seasons, the final 47-man roster 
will contain only two quarter- 
backs, with none taxied.

Although the only hint of con- 
firmation came in Fairbanks’s 
rarely candid admission that “he 
wasn’t about to go out of his way 
to help another league,” one 
can’t help reading into the situa- 
tion that there is a blanket NFL 
policy — emanating, one 
suspects, directly from the Com- 
missioner’s office at 410 Park 
Avenue — against releasing 
players who have signed future 
contracts with the WFL until the 
last possible moment. (In the 
wake of the strike, the NFL has 
suspended the cutdown dates for 
roster limits. Under normal cir- 
cumstances, the Patriots would 


have to be down to 60 players 
already.) If this were the case, it 
would also explain why the San 
Diego Chargers, who need him 
even less than the Patriots do, 
blocked his move by grabbing 
Dowling off the waiver wire, 
thereby tying him contractually 
to the NFL. (Hypothetical 
question: isn’t it better to pay 
Brian Dowling a few hundred 
bucks a week to sit in obscurity 
in San Diego than to have him 
leading the Stars to the World 
Cup on national television?) 
And if one wishes to be totally 


- paranoid and deal with this 


thing as if it had all been cooked 
up in the Oval Office, one might 
further speculate that it might 
have been prearranged and that 
it was merely a PR ploy on the 
part of the Patriots. /.e., the Pat- 
sies come off as the good guys 
because Fairbanks mag- 
nanimously made a sacrifice 
and granted Dowling’s wish and 
waived him, but ‘Gee, can we 
help it if those venal bastards in 
San Diego went and screwed 
things up?’ In any event, the net 
effect of the episode has been 
that (a) Dowling is still in the 
NFL and therefore not in the 
WFL and (b) Fairbanks and the 


Patriots no longer have to answer 
embarrassing questions about 
why, other than unadulterated 
spite, they were hanging on to 
Dowling when he wanted to go. 
If this all sounds suspiciously 
like restraint of trade, which 
used to be against the law, you're 
absolutely right. But of infinitely 
more significance, there is the 
more revealing aspect that if this 
is indeed the case — and while I 
doubt that there’s any way in the 
world that anyone could prove 
this one way or the other, but 
you'll have to admit that as con- 
spiracy theories go, this is a 
tough one to dispute — then it 
means that the NFL, despite its 
public posture of ignoring the 
Waffle as some sort of bother- 
some little pest imminently due 
to self-destruct, is actually 
scared silly, or at least a lot more 
alarmed than they’ve been let- 
ting on. And I, for one, find that 
delightfully refreshing 


Meanwhile, on the surface at 
least, you couldn’t tell the 
strikers from the non-strikers as 
all was forgotten and forgiven. 
(At least it was as soon as Fair- 
banks finished forcing Morris to 
atone for his past transgressions 


by grabbing him in a Baby Huey 
embrace before the 
photographers. (‘I didn’t know 
what the hell was going on,” says 
the Player Rep. “He came out of 
nowhere and put his arms 
around me and gave me this big 
hug while he grinned. Then one of 
the photographers missed it so 
he made me do it again.

Edgar Degas’s contemporaries con- 
curred that he was seldom satisfied he 
had finished a picture properly. An 
apocryphal anecdote even has it that 
one of Degas’s patrons anchored to the 
wall a painting he’d acquired, lest Degas 
borrow it back to make a few revisions. 
No other painter of his time so thrived 
on the difficulties of art or ventured such 
eccentricities of design. It was during 
Degas’s lifetime (1834-1917) that tradi- 
tion ceased to provide new purpose to ar- 
tists. From that period on, painters had 
to invent both problems and solutions to 
demonstrate the values and urgencies of 
art. The Boston Museum of Fine Arts’ 
major summer show, ‘“‘Edgar Degas: The 
Reluctant Impressionist’? (which con- 
tinues to Sept. 1), is an ample survey of 
this master’s work, drawing upon many 
public and private collections. 

Degas’s aspiration was to paint as well 
and as deliberately as the Old Masters. 
Yet, like the other painters grouped un- 
der the label ‘‘Impressionist,’’ he 
directed painting away from classical 
and mythic themes and toward fleeting 
contemporary realities. More than any 
of his confreres except Manet, Degas 
declared in his work his responsibility 
for this change in what interested 
painters about both painting and ex- 
perience; his compositional risks con- 
stantly make this assertion. A commit- 
ment to humble contemporary subject 
matter, for Degas, meant acknowledging 
the disadvantages for the artist that 
such subject matter implied. The ar- 
tificiality of the scenes posed or invented 


- by the classically trained artist per- 


mitted complete control. The conven- 
tions of allegorical and history painting 
discouraged checking a picture against 
reality for its credibility or accuracy 
(provided that the artist had a minimal 
mastery of the means of representation). 
But the painter who found his subject 
matter in the shifting spectacle of every- 
day life discovered also how remote this 
spectacle was from the niceties of pic- 
torial convention, and how infrequent 
were the occasions when things would 
present themselves as if they had been 
composed. (Perhaps this is why Degas 
preferred drawing from memory to copy- 
ing from life.) 

In a mature work like “The Millinery 
Shop” (c. 1882), Degas takes chances 
with composition in order to 
acknowledge the contingency that in- 
forms his kind of realism. The painting 
depicts a moment in a hat shop, a scene 


so circumstantial that we feel the artist 


himself must have observed something 
like it. We look down, from slightly 
above eye level, onto a counter where 
several pedestals present brightly 
colored hats to the customer. Behind the 
near corner of the counter sits a shopgirl 
who has perhaps been arranging the hats 
for display. She is preoccupied with a 
particular hat of which we see only a 
part because it is cropped by the edge of 
the picture. The hats on the pedestals 
form a strong, almost self-sufficient 
abstract composition that nearly 
dominates the picture. But Degas has 
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the MFA: Degas Revued

deliberately undercut this com- 
positional matrix by placing the shopgirl 
just behind and below the central hat so 
it appears almost to rest on her head as 
if she were wearing it. This arrangement 
creates at first some small visual confu- 
sion; we have to ask ourselves what is go- 
ing on. Even more defiantly, Degas lets 
the bright green sash of the central hat 
fall so that it obscures the pedestal sup- 
porting it in the air. Considered as a 
detail, the hat seems to float in space. 

This is a demanding painting: it re- 
quires us to figure out spatial 
arrangements that are not made ex- 
plicit. When we see that the central hat 
is not really resting on the shopgirl’s 
head, we infer the depth that separates 
them, just as we assume the existence of 
the partly hidden pedestal from the 
presence of the others. But what are

these ambiguities’ purpose? 

First, they establish the uniqueness of 
the artist’s point of view. A half-step to 
the left would have put the hanging hat 
on the girl’s head, a coincidence so bla- 
tant that it would have had to be the 
painting’s entire subject. A step to the 
right would have removed the ambiguity 


altogether, leaving the point of view 


seemingly pedestrian. 

Degas, here as in much of his most ac- 
complished work, seems to have meant 
to stress both the singleness and the 
singularity of the point of view a picture 
describes. When we notice the am- 
biguities in “The Millinery Shop” we 
become aware that our own movement 
in space does not change the view 
represented by the picture (we have the 
same experience when the eyes in a por- 
trait seem to look at us no matter where 
we stand.) Degas took pains to correlate 
a certain element of painting with a cer- 
tain aspect of being human. For the 
singleness of view inherent in a picture 
expresses the idea that each of us has 
and is a unique perspective on the world, 
and that we are incontrovertibly 
separate from each other, no matter how 
cordial our agreement upon what we 
see. Degas drew and painted as if to 
found picture-making upon this truth. 
Why? 

My notion is that he was combatting, 
perhaps intuitively, what would soon 
become a modern view of experience and 
reality, namely, that all states of affairs 
are merely circumstantial or arbitrary, 
at. least as far as our ability to see them 
is concerned. For Degas stressed the 
singleness of pictorial perspective for a 
second reason. His implication is not 
only that visible things are 


recognizeable from a single glimpse, but 
that they have an absolutely 
characteristic profile if we are willing to 
look for it. 

Paul Valery was alert to this quality in 
Degas’s drawing: ‘‘A passionate pursuit 
of the one and only line that defines a 
form, a form seen in daily life, in the 
street, at the Opera, at the modiste’s 
(and even .... elsewhere); and at the 
same time, taken unawares in its most 


characteristic attitude, at a particular 


moment, always a moment of action and 
expression: such, more or less, sums up 
my idea of Degas.’’ When Degas 
renounced the classicist’s absolute con- 
trol over the contents and design of a 
picture, he did so in the interest of dis- 
covering in visible reality as well as in 
perception itself some disproof of the ap- 
prehension that what one sees all the 
time is chaos. (How liable we now are to 
see urban life, especially, as chaotic, and 
how acutely we experience our distance 
from each other!) 

Degas understood, apparently, that 
an essential aspect of something is by 
definition available to everyone’s 
perception, though not everyone may be 
ready to perceive it. It would be the 
function of painting, of his painting 
anyway, to enable people to perceive the 
visible essence of things. Without this 
ability or the hope of it, the experience 
of alienation is a torment and an invita- 
tion to tyrannical arbitrariness in one’s 
actions and thoughts. That Degas was 
thought a brilliantly — and, according 
to Valery, charmingly — imperious per- 
sonality suggests that he was concerned § 
about such matters. He was too 
sophisticated and too perceptive not to 
have known how others saw him. 
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Film: New Altman Wins Split Decision

CALIFORNIA SPLIT. 


Pauline Kael’s recent State of 
the Union address (The New 
Yorker, August 5) amounted to 
one long chastisement, alter- 
nately chiding audiences for not 
appreciating some of the more 
obscure films she has 
recommended, and blaming the 
studio system for the failure of 
certain directors to realize their 
full creative potential. Robert 
Altman, whom Kael seems toe 
view as perennially stifled and 
put upon, was one of her cases in 
point. But it seems to me that 
however much harm Altman has 
been done by the system, he has 
received a much rawer deal from 
Kael herself. United Artists may 
have mishandled The Long 
Goodbye when it first arrived, 
promoting it as a straight detec- 
tive story because they didn’t 
know what else to make of it. But 
since it failed just as dismally in 
re-release (this time as a satire),

mass audience appeal, not lack 
of exposure, was The Long Good- 
bye’s problem. 


she may have proclaimed Alt- 
man’s Thieves Like Us to be the 
cinematic equivalent of a 


Faulkner novel, audiences are 
far more eager to be entertained 
or stimulated than they are to be 
quietly impressed. Altman con- 
tinues to impress Kael, and she 
continues to deem his work 
masterful, but he has grown so 
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self-indulgent he can barely 
meet his audiences halfway any 
more. No wonder their numbers 
are dwindling. 

California Split in some ways 
is a very commercial-minded 
enterprise: Altman has two big 
stars to work with, a subject 
(gambling) that should 
automatically arouse interest in 
some quarters, a lot of good com- 
edy bits and an ad campaign 
reminiscent of the one for The 
Sting. But this time Altman in- 
vests so much energy in the 
film’s peripheral brouhaha (the 
sound is 8-track, and in some 
scenes as many as ll 
microphones were simultaneous- 
ly at work) that the amor- 
phousness that was once his 
trademark is in danger of becom- 
ing all that remains of his style. 
There is so much “atmosphere” 
to California Split that one very 
nearly suffocates; on the other 
hand, Altman’s insistence - on 
sensory overload keeps the 
viewer from ever growing bored. 
Unfortunately, it also keeps one 
from distinguishing between 
what is meant to be important 
and what is meant to be merely 
colorful. It’s a camouflaging 
technique that does Altman a 
great disservice, since California 
Split loses so many good ideas in 
the shuffle. 

Altman, who comes off like an 
idiot savant whenever he tries to 
explain his own pictures, has 
called this one “‘a celebration of 
gambling” and observed that it 
“doesn’t make a moral judg- 
ment, it simply mirrors the at- 
mosphere and kind of world that 
gamblers function in.’’ 
Nonsense. California Split 
celebrates gambling in the same 
way that M*A*S*H extolled the 
virtues of modern medicine; 
rather than being about winning 
or losing, or even about the thrill 
of risk, the film zeroes in on 
bankruptcy, financial and 
otherwise. Altman’s two gambl- 
ing buddies are very different 
types: Segal is a magazine writer 
(the office we see him in is ac- 
tually Altman’s own) who is 
genuinely addicted; Gould is just 
an eternally optimistic screw-off. 
Together, they form one of the 
most openly affectionate male- 
buddy team the screen has yet 
produced; in one scene, they 
even kiss on the lips in the ex- 
hilaration of winning. But their 
camaraderie seems threadbare, 
and their antics somewhat 
pathetic; each time they revel in 
each other’s boyish charm (Segal 
sings, Gould hams), the moment 
ends with a splash of cold water. 
(Drunk in a bar, they bet on who 
can name the seven dwarfs, but 
neither can and they wind up 
mugged and beaten in a parking 
lot.) Gould here is the same over- 
sized adolescent he has always 
been; Segal is a lonely and 
desperate man; and each uses 
his clowning with and affection 
for the other as a means of war- 
ding off self-awareness. Segal 
gives the better performance of 
the two, but viewed with the 
cynicism Altman brings to the 
boys’-night-out episodes, 
Gould’s familiar persona is more 
striking than it has ever been. 
Segal seems calculatedly tragic, 


Gould a genuine case of arrested 
development. 

Altman has constructed 
bankrupt human landscapes 
before (most notably in McCabe 
and Mrs. Miller and Thieves 
Like Us), but the cast of Charles 
Addams characters with which 
he surrounds the two buddies are 
his greatest grotesques to date. 
The two women with whom they 
are involved are pretty, vapid, 
amiable hookers who eat Froot 
Loops for breakfast; one wears 
pajamas with feet, while the 
other is useless without her T'V 
Guide. Sex is such a commodity 
to them, and so tangential at 
that, that there scarcely seems to 
be any heterosexual attraction 
between any of the principals. In 
the film’s only “love scene,” 
Segal nervously rushes home to 
one of the women after having 
been called a faggot by a 
barroom drunk. He wants to 
make love to her, he says, but he 
doesn’t have any money; it never 
occurs to him that the two need 
not be related. 

In another scene, Segal walks 
dispassionately through a sleazy 
LA massage parlor to get to the 
backroom, where a poker game is 
under way. These gamblers, like 
any junkies, have completely 
abandoned themselves to a 
mechanical, non-sexual 
eroticism. It’s an eroticism based 
upon money, and it’s cruel in 
that it offers eternal arousal but 
no release save sheer exhaustion. 
The only goal either gambler has 
is not winning but the chance to 
keep on playing. 

By ostensibly emphasizing the 
joys of gambling, Altman both 
allows himself to make jokes 
about what might otherwise 
seem bleak and provides a 
fascinating microcosmic society 
full of status-linked objects but 
devoid of real values. He does all 
this, however, without really 
taking his audience into ac- 
count; anyone seeing California 
Split for the first time is bound 
to expect a comedy, laugh most 
of the way through, wonder what 
all this is getting at, and feel 
vaguely betrayed by the film’s 
ending, which is far more blunt 
than it need be (the conclusion of 
McCabe was similar, but much 
more graceful). It is only upon 
closer inspection, or perhaps 
another viewing, that California 
Split’s loose ends fall into place. 

True, Altman just doesn’t 
make the kind of picture that is 
immediately comprehensible, 
and his art would surely be 
diminished if he did. But the 


complexity of this film is suspect 


insofar as it obscures so much of 
the strength that is truly there. 
Altman is, to be sure, very 
suggestible, and for this reason 
alone, having to work within the 
studio system is probably 
damaging to him. His good 
notices have been even more 
detrimental, however, because 
with each new film the qualities 
for which he has been so widely 
praised become more and more 
pronounced, at the expense of 
his originality. California Split is 
very good, but it would have 
been still better were Altman not 
so busy trying to make his style 
even more stylish. 
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A Double-Take at Peckinpah’s Alfredo Garcia

Sam Peckinpah is still work- 
ing with his version of manly life 
without compromise. He has 
directed his entire output 
towards illustrating the phrase 
“a man’s gotta do what a man’s 
gotta do.”’ Peckinpah’s work has 
been most successful when he 
has a clear idea of just exactly 
what it is a man has gotta do. 


. Though his recent films have 


been hamstrung by a lack of 
structure or purpose, as well as 
by his apparent inability to un- 
derstand or direct women, 
Peckinpah’s Alfredo Garcia 
finally achieves a complete vi- 
sion of an integrated life; the 
hero knows exactly what he has 
to do and why. 

Purpose comes from love, and 
the loss of the loved one. Isela 


. Vega, as the lover who dies for 


Warren Oates and for whom 
Oates finally dies, gives a 
wonderful performance as a 
bitchy, beautiful nightclub 
singer. As he did in The Ballad of 
Cable Hogue, Peckinpah here 
defines his hero through the love 
he shares with a wise woman. It 
may be that Peckinpah has 
broadened his understanding to 


~ include only one kind of worldly 


broad, but at least she is real. 

For Peckinpah, a wise woman 
is one who understands a real 
man — she doesn’t mind a little 
casual sadism; she gives as well 
as takes; she wants her man to 
be many things, but above all 
tough. Toughness flows from 
purpose; it is the measure of 
pride. Vega’s tough too; she’s 
willing to be raped to save 
Oates’s life. 

Oates, settling smoothly into 
the role of a hard-drinking, wise- 
cracking, ultimately moral 
drifter, takes off with his 
sweetheart to track down the 


‘head of her dead ex-lover, for 


which a vast sum of money has 
been offered by a Mexican 
billionaire. Oates is so small- 
time that when he asks a gang of 
hoodlums for five thousand 
dollars working money, he settles 
for two hundred. No one can take 
him seriously. He looks like a 
skid row bum and has uncon- 
trollable shakes, which seem to 
preclude decisive action. 

Oates has so much of the air of 
the psychotic drunk about him 
that the viewer is initially not 
quite sure whether to believe his 
bluster. But like a psychotic 
drunk, Oates is liable to explode 
into action. Thus, in a typical in- 
cident for the Peckinpah hero, 
two would-be rapists who at gun- 
point remove Vega from Oates’s 
side disregard the hero’s boozy, 
passionate promises of revenge, 
and are very surprised ten 
mg later when he kills them 

th. 


To the audience it has been 
clear that love is the motivating 
force in Oates’s life. Oates 
himself never quite recognizes 
this until, having been buried 
alive by rival head-hunters, he 
wakes up in a Mexican 
graveyard and finds Vega dead 
beside him. His realization 
triggers enormous grief, which he 
almost physically twists into 
vengeance. The shock of finding 
his lover next to the headless cor- 
pse they had come to rob 
a little too much for Oates, and 
he alternates between reason, 
used purely as guile against the 
villains, and craziness, through 
which he vents his anguish. For 
the rest of the film Oates tracks 
down those responsible. The rot- 
ting head of Alfredo sits in a 
burlap bag next to him, a symbol 
of the greed that caused Vega’s 
death. 

Oates’s path towards justice 
leads through several dozen 
shoot-outs, always reaching for 
higher levels of responsibility, 
until at last the hero confronts 
the billionaire, resplendent in his 
beautiful clothes at his fabulous 
ranch. At this final stage, having 
cheated all middle men out of 
their cut, Oates has a chance to 
drop his initial intention and 
take the million dollars offered 
for Al’s head. But morality 
overrides greed; without love, 
Oates himself is dead. He kills 
the billionaire, knowing that he 
is killing himself. 

This ghastly story of love and 
revenge may be Peckinpah’s 
most fully realized film since 
The Wild Bunch. It achieves a 
balance that much of his recent 
work has lacked. The woman 
played by Isela Vega is very con- 
vincing; she is in the center of 
the story, even after her death. 


The director has skillfully: 


adapted his vision to the Mex- 
ican setting, and so grisly a story 
works well in a land where 
motorists casually take pot shots 
at farm animals and try to run 
each other off the road. Oates 
gives his best performance to 
date. Sure, he’s still very much a 
type, but that type has been 
refined into art. 


Erotic Violence

Bring Me the Head of Alfredo 
Garcia is Sam Peckinpah’s worst 
film in a career that seems 
generally to be losing power. 
Nonetheless, at this late date it 
is a real departure for the direc- 
tor; it intimates that sex may 
provide him with a much-needed 
new source of artistic energy. 

The sexual theme is treated in 
the familiar violent context, but 
content and form are not com- 
pletely integrated here. The 
violence occasionally takes off in 
directions all its own, leaving 


behind the real investigation of 
trashy sex. Yet while the gory 
bits are stale, the sex angle, if 
not well-handled, is thoughtful. 
It concerns degeneration: a 
situation wherein decrepitude, 
dissolution, and disgust supply 
the libidinal energy. 

Sex has never really served 
any independent function in 
Peckinpah’s movies. Male- 


and when MacGraw shoots Ben 
Johnson, she and McQueen in- 
stinctively turn their guns on 
each other. 

Now comes Bring Me the 
Head of Alfredo Garcia, in which 
Warren Oates plays Bennie, a 
down-at-the-heels drifter tem- 
porarily at rest without 
possessions or relations, 
marriage being his terror. He is

female relationships have often 
been ancillary, as in the essen- 
tially all-male dramas Major 
Dundee, The Wild Bunch, and 
Pat Garrett and Billy the Kid. 
Further, when sex has been in- 
corporated into Peckinpah’s 
tales, it hasbeen consistently 
used as an aspect of masculine 


rivalry (as in-Ride the High” 


Country, The Wild Bunch, The 
Ballad of Cable Hogue, and 
Junior Bonner). 

It even holds true for Straw 
Dogs, in which sex led the viewer 
ambiguously towards insight 
into a major character’s com- 
plicity in her own rape. But the 
sex act itself was only a means 
for advancing the theme of 
macho antagonism. 

The Getaway was the first 
Peckinpah film to be strictly 
about heterosexual relations, 
though it was not about coitus. 
In that film the director showed 
that there is greater destructive 
power in marriage than in the 
most insidious criminal activity. 

Two shots in particular drive 
this point home: when wife and 
husband, Ali McGraw and Steve 
McQueen, begin their getaway, 
their car careers in slow motion 
onto the front porch of a house, 
tearing the conjugal unit apart, 


characterized by a total dis- 
regard for self and others. If he 
treats himself to the most 
repellent and shabby in lodgings 


and liquor, he doesn’t have to - 


treat others any better. 

He understands dirty sex. He’s 
the one to touch his finger to the 
sore, to taste the withered, to 


punish and be guilty of the most . 


demeaning, covert sin. He’s the 
one to embrace the wretched ex- 
crescence in order to hold it near, 
in order to incorporate it, in 
order to destroy it. He’s the one 
to pursue the craven course 
beyond his own imagined 
tolerance; he tempts rebuke and 
ostracism. His anomie engenders 
a pragmatic moral code un- 
impeded by those conventions 
deploring the exchange of money 
for the integrity of the human 
body, even as those conventions 
extend to the body in death. 
We first encounter Bennie as 
he embarks on a morally dubious 
quest to procure and sell the 
severed head of the corpse of 
Alfredo Garcia. His mistress 
Elita (played by Isela Vega), is a 
whore, yet a standard of un- 
complicated sexuality, un- 
derstanding, and courage com- 


pared to his degeneration. She 


accompanies him reluctantly; 


the screenplay too conveniently 
arranges for her to know the 
whereabouts of Garcia’s grave. 
The story is poorly told, and 
the framing narrative that places 
a bounty on the head of the 
profligate Garcia is almost en- 
tirely gratuitous, included as 
motivation and an abstract com- 
ment on sex and manners. But 
theme, not story, is the be-all 
and end-all of this picture: it is 
not that Elita goes along with 
Bennie which is crucial, but 
rather that Bennie gets satisfac- 
tion from forcing her to par- 
ticipate in a ritual of degrada- 
tion. A model of rationalized 
cowardice and fancied suffering, 
he stands aside as rapists abduct 
her. Though she abhors his mor- 
bid quest, he makes her yield 
with a false promise of marriage. 
Excited only by a hotel clerk’s 
insulting her, he springs furious- 
ly to the defense. He takes her to 
a nest of utmost squalor (“When 
you’ve been drunk in Fresno” — 
Peckinpah’s home town — “this 
place is a palace’’) and attempts 
to rape her himself on the mound 
of Garcia’s newly turned grave. 
When Elita finally is 
murdered and Bennie severely 
beaten, he nonchalantly 
rekindles the romance by setting 
the head in her place. No living 
bedy. could be so satisfying to. 
him as this rotting piece of flesh. 
Stinking and circled with flies, it 
occupies her seat in the car. He 
talks to it casually, carries it, 
packs it with ice. He showers it 
in the same stall where she 
showered. He becomes its tender 
spouse. He does everything with 
it short of enjoying it sexually. 
What other American movie 
has ever dared treat libidinal. 
material in this way? (Such 
thrilling depravity is 
characteristic of literature, of 
Genet, Sartre, and Lowry.) Yet 
the denouement is a crushing 


‘disappointment, because it is 


love, that astonishing cliche of 
absolution and regeneration in 
cinema, which makes a 
courageous man of Bennie, giv- 
ing him valor and imprudence as 
he fights to retain the head, as he 
lives (by dying) the ultimate 
degenerative fantasy. 

Almost everything in Bring 
Me the Head of Alfredo Garcia 
goes wrong — the story, the 
dialogue, the performance, the 
visual style. Yet had Peckinpah 
at least pursued his theme 
without adhering to the violence 
and slow motion death he uses to 
sell his pictures, the film might 
have introduced to a wide 
audience his latest inspirational 
material. But since this movie 
takes on the quality of a poor 
restatement of his previous work, 
it founders. We shall have to 
wait until his new aesthetic in- 
terests find a harmonious form. 
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Music: When You’ve Got It, Don’t Flaunt

Rock’s technological revolu- 
tion (16 and 24-track systems, 
phasing, utilization of syn- 
thesizers) has been primarily a 
means for mediocre musicians to 
paper over their inadequacies. 
It’s far more than just the gim- 
micky use of arp and moog, 
because that’s to be expected. 
The obsession with recording 
perfection, or perhaps just the 
simple effort to master the new 
technology, has left little room 
for the creation of imaginative 
riffs, counterpoints and har- 
monies. The Beatles may have 
begun the trend, but they were 
able to make sound that was 
music; no matter how complex 
their technology, there was 
always an equal concern with the 
multiplicity of musical parts 
that gave Beatles records staying 
power. Almost all pop records 
released today achieve a certain 
level of technical respectability; 
all too few show an active 
musical intelligence. 

There are, to be sure, excep- 
tions. Four musicians named 
10cc and nine or ten named 
Stevie Wonder are just about the 
only current rockers I can think 
of who have sufficiently 
mastered the technology to use it 
for expressive purposes. Those 
purposes couldn’t be more 
different: 10cc are light-hearted 
and devilishly (almost obsessive- 
ly) clever; Stevie Wonder is 
sincere and inspirational. Yet 
these wide differences point up 
the possibilities that arise when 
sound is in the service of music, 
and not vice-versa. 

10cc’s Sheet Music is like 
those distorting mirrors in a fun 
house: it reflects rock as it has 
been presented over the last ten 
or so years, but it looks all out of | 
proportion. Led Zeppelin caroms 
into The Who Sell Out (‘‘Wall 
Street Shuffle’’) and Carl Wilson 
sings Randy Newman 
(“Somewhere In Hollywood’’); “I 
Am The Walrus” becomes a 
parody of rock success. 
Throughout, the lyrics are 
relentlessly quick-witted and 
colorful. In ‘“‘The Worst Band In 
The World” Lol Creme and 
Graham Gouldman make a 
shambles of stardom: ‘‘It 
irrigates my heart with greed / 
To know that you adore me / Up 
yours, up mine, but up 
everybody’s, that takes time — 
but we’re working on it.” “Silly 
Love” begins with a send-up of 
romantic cliches set to hard rock 
and is followed by commentary 
via cha-cha: ‘“‘Ooh, you know the 
art of conversation must be dy- 


ing / Ooh, when a romance 
depends on cliches and toupees 
and threepees.”’ 

There is obviously no great 
critique being laid out here, no 
cynicism that is not, at base, 
frivolous. It would be a grievous 
error to glorify this group by at- 
‘tributing to them a social 
program. Their lyrics are simply 
intended to match the music, 
which is effortless, lovingly 
parodistic free association. 
There is subject matter, to be 
sure, but it is musical subject 
matter; the lyrics exist as sign- 
posts on a fast and furious ride 
through rock’s past, present and 
future. 

That music takes precedence 
over lyrics is clear on 
“Somewhere In Hollywood.” It 
seems, at first, with all the thinly 
veiled references (“A star with 
the stature of a Harlow,” “‘Nor- 
man Mailer waits to nail her’) 
that this is a song about Menroe. 
But, thank goodness (take 
notice, Elton and Bernie) the 
song proves to be nothing more 
or less than a free-associational 
meditation on Hollywood, and 
the music continues to free- 
associate (if one can say that) 
after the words have stopped. 
“Hotel” has precisely the same 
quality: what sounds like an 
equating of tourism and can- 
mibalism becomes a free trip to 
nowhere on music that turns in 
and out and back on itself. 

The album’s crowning 
achievement, “Old Wild Men,” 
is not quite of a piece emotional- 
ly with the rest of the work, but 
it succeeds for the same musical 
reasons. Gently but explicitly, it 
evokes the persistent rock night- 
mare of seeing John, Paul, 
George and Ringo when they’re 
64 (it’s bad enough seeing John 
when he’s 32); ‘““Where are they 
now? / They are over the hill and 
far away / But they are broken 
men, who lie low / Waiting for 
miracles.’’ The music and vocals 
are pure Surf’s Up, with the 
same quietly mournful quality, 
and it is the music, not the 
words, that most forcefully con- 
veys the song’s meaning. 

You may have noticed that I 
haven’t mentioned a word about 
the technology behind Sheet 
Music. It’s not that it isn’t there, 
because the album bristles with 
effects. It’s just that 10cc’s ob- 
vious command of the 
vocabulary of the studio is never 
obtrusive, always serving higher 
musical purposes.

Stevie Wonder, having 


wrested autonomy from 
Motown, at first reveled in his 
technical expertise and in- 
strumental versatility a little too 
obviously. But with Talking 
Book and Innervisions he con- 
vinced that he wants to be 
nothing more than a brilliant 
pop musician. 


He could well be, at the mo- 
ment, pop’s most brilliant prac- 
titioner. To begin with, he 
doesn’t know how to write a bad 
tune, and he doesn’t know how 
not to be rhythmic. For all its 
cosmic pretensions, 
Fulfillingness’ First Finale can 
be appreciated as a collection of 
beautiful and beautifully varied 
songs. ‘““Too Shy To Say,”’ 
“Creepin’,”” and “It Ain’t No 


Use,” guilelessly sentimental, 
are pretty in an easy, natural 
way. The songs of inspiration — 
“Smile Please” and “Bird of 
Beauty” — are lyrically smug 
and banal, but the music is 
irresistible. The up-tempo 
numbers — “Boogie On Reggae 
Woman,” “Please Don’t Go” 
and ‘‘You Haven’t Done 
Nothing’ — are filled with 
rhythmically charged nonsense 
syllables (the words to “Reggae 
Woman,” all but indecipherable, 
are really just sounds). They 
reflect the working of a mind at 
one with music, completely un- 
inhibited and effortlessly effec- 
tive. 


Except for “Heaven Is 10 
Zillion Light Years Away,” I find 


Stevie’s words a little trivial, 
though they’re always ap- 
propriate to the music. But he is 
a pop musician. I celebrate his 
harnessing of immense talent to 
that one limited but sufficient 
purpose, so I can’t really com- 
plain that his lyrics aren’t 
poetry. And, in Stevie’s case, the 
quality of the lyrics is not of 
critical importance. What makes 
Stevie a great musician is the 
sound he has created for his 
material. Perhaps because of his 
blindness, he has fashioned a 
music, full of clavinet, syn- 
thesizer and throbbing bass, that 
is positively tactile. It makes 
one’s ears feel. When you’re that 
close to someone, you don’t have 
to listen to his words to know 
what he means. 


Bryan Ferry’s Pop Flies

David Bowie ... Mott the 
Hoople . . . Roxy Music: a triple- 
play combination the likes of 
which has not been seen since 
the days of Tinker-to-Evers-to- 
Chance. Or else a somewhat 
sleazy Holy Trinity: Bowie’s the 
Father, of course, who 
resurrected Mott as the band 
was breaking up and who in- 
spired Roxy (whose first public 
performance was on a bill with 
Bowie). Particularly marvelous 
about this trio is the way each 
has taken up the slack left by the 
others. As if they were running a 
rock ’n’ roll relay race, when 
Bowie began to flag after Ziggy 
Stardust, Mott came on strong 
with All the Young Dudes and 
Mott. And now that Mott seems 
to have faltered (The Hoople 
hardly measures up to its 
predecessors), Roxy Music and 
its leader, Bryan Ferry, have 
picked up the baton with 
Stranded and These Foolish 
Things. 

Most of the labels that have 
been pinned on this music — 
glitter, decadent, glam, 
theatrical — seem inadequate. 
Mott isn’t especially glittery, 
and if Bowie is theatrical, still a 
more precise term is needed to 
differentiate him from Alice 
Cooper, whom he resembles only 
superficially. Decadent doesn’t 
work because nearly everyone 
seems that way these days. In 
fact, a case could be made that 
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fruitful working definition of 
what these Britishers are about 
would consider, among other 
things, their simultaneous dis- 
tance from and affection for rock 
n’ roll, their cunning manipula- 
tion of rock cliches, their interest 
in other media (Bowie’s theatre, 
Ian Hunter’s diary, Bryan 
Ferry’s art), the intellectual cast 
of their best lyrics, their extreme 
self-consciousness and their in- 
sistence upon themselves as sen- 
sibilities first and musicians se- 
cond. It may be too early to wrap 
up their music in a tidy bundle 
marked X or Y, but it is already 
evident that it is, along with the 
Philadelphia Sound of Gamble 
& Huff and Thom Bell, the most 
important new species of pop 
music to emerge thus far in the 
’70s. (Stevie Wonder and Joni 
Mitchell don’t qualify because 
their work is too personal and 
idiosyncratic to spawn 
offspring.) 

And just as the Philadelphia 
Sound, which Vince Aletti some 
time ago dubbed ‘‘neo- 
classical,” is in part a return to 
and a refurbishing of the conven- 
tions of classic soul music, so too 
is this unnamed strain of English 
rock a re-examination of the pop 
music of the past. Both kinds 
may be seen as attempts at in- 
terpreting the 60s, which while 
they were in progress were too 
heady to understand. Bowie’s 
Pin Ups, though perhaps a 
travesty, didn’t try to recapture 
the excitement and exuberance 
of mid-’60s British rock so much 
as it sought a perspective on it. 
And something very similar is at 
work in These Foolish Things, 
Bryan Ferry’s first solo album (a 
second has already been released 
in the U.K.), although the field 
it surveys has been expanded to 
all of pop music. 

These Foolish Things is at 
once delightful and didactic, in- 
structive and off the wall. It 
takes gumption to cover not only 
Elvis and Dylan, The Beatles 
and The Stones, Janis Joplin 
and The Beach Boys, but Lesley 
Gore and Patience and Prudence 
as well. This isn’t just brass, it’s 
blasphemy! What could be more 
sacred than “Sympathy for the 
Devil’? And even more out- 
rageous is that both “A Hard 
Rain’s A-Gonna Fall” and “It’s 
My Party” are accorded the 


same respect (or lack of it). Ferry 
levels all hierarchies and 
obliterates all distinctions. 
Black music, white music, rock 
n’ roll, cocktail lounge tinklings, 
bubble gum, protest — it’s all 
pop. An extended metaphysical 
conceit, These Foolish Things 
yokes seemingly wild contraries 
and exposes and celebrates the 
ostensibly disparate music of 25 
years for what it is: of a piece. 

Ferry can assume the long 
view that eludes most of us 
because he comes to pop as an 
outsider (so does Bowie). An 
English art student, his detach- 
ment gives Ferry more in com- 
mon with Anne Murray and 
Helen Reddy (also foreigners) 
than with most American 
audiences and performers, who 
tend to divide, categorize, and 
label music and themselves. 
Ferry’s outlook can be shocking. 
For as its title asserts, his album 
deflates the high and the mighty, 
the stars whom in our moments 
of weakness and pomposity we 
think of as Artists. And at the 
same time it elevates music that 
we habitually misdeem as lowly 
and trivial. Ferry challenges our 
smug and not necessarily 
warranted assumption that Bob 
Dylan is in some way superior to 
Lesley Gore. 

Furthermore, while the humor 
of Stranded served as a device to 
allow Ferry to explore “‘life’s in- 
ner meaning” without sounding 
pretentious, These Foolish 
Things’ tongue-in-cheek ap- 
proach to pop enables Ferry to 
wax sentimental without seem- 
ing mushy. In times such as 
these, weary, cynical, pre- 
occupied with sex to the exclu- 
sion of romance, unabashed sen- 
timentality is almost impossible. 
Just try singing “‘I love how your 
eyes close whenever you kiss me” 
without arousing withering 
snickers. By treating ironically 
the trite yet still genuine feelings 
of a more naive period, Ferry 
revives them. His irony is not 
destructive; it doesn’t make a 
mockery of ‘‘these foolish 
things.”” Instead it liberates 
them and lets them come into 
play once again. The final 
triumph of this album is that, as 
well as being ingenious, brash 
and funny, it’s also very 


touching. Ferry’s quirky, con-

Syd Barrett: THE MADCAP 
LAUGHS AND BARRETT 
(Capitol SABB-11314) 

The ‘‘underground” about 
which Dylan wrote has been 
pretty much preempted by the 
Lou Reed school. Why be sub- 
terranean homesick when you 
can be bludgeoned into insen- 
sitivity? For a few dedicated 
walking autodestruct 
mechanisms among us, however, 
that won’t be enough, which is 
where Syd Barrett comes in. 

When the creative volcano 
first erupted in his head, Barrett 
turned his disco group, the Ab- 
dabs, into the primordial Pink 
Floyd, and wrote them a 
barrelful of songs in half a year’s 
time. Some, like “Arnold Layne” 
and “‘See Emily Play,” were im- 
mediate successes for the young 
psycho band. A few, such as the 
spacewarp classic ‘Astronomy 
Domine” from Ummagumma, 
required a good bit of cooling off 
before the band could handle 
them (at this time the band was 
being tempered by the more 
sober and more musical ideas of 
David Gilmour and Rick 
Wright). 

Some were either too bizarre 
or too bogus for the band to 
attempt, but Barrett kept them 
in what was laughingly called 
“mind,” as his increasingly un- 
controllable behavior forced him 
to leave the group. On the path 
to catatonia he managed two 
solo albums with Gilmour 
holding his hand, as herecalled, 
and recorded some of the first 
songs he’d ever written. The 
naive material, in its wasted 
delivery, becomes murkier than 
any Velvet Underground crea- 
tion. What a nadir of horror is 
created by a nursery rhyme reel- 
ing in sensuality, or by a love 
song from a mind forced back to 
square one! 

The album is not without 


flashes of conventional 
brilliance. Barrett’s early 
musical setting of a James Joyce 
lyric, “Golden Hair,” is honestly 
touching. “Dominoes” goes Paul 
Simon’s bitter numbers one 
better, while items like “Baby 
Lemonade” recall early Floyd 
tunes like “Mathilda Mother.” 
On the other hand, some items 
are dreadful by any standard, 
rational or not, especially the in- 
ept and wooden love songs. The 
rest of the material floats in lim- 
bo, an excellent mirror of the 
state of its creator. Since these 
two albums, and a handful of 
lost session tapes of wildly 
erratic guitar overdub ex- 
periments, there has been 
nothing from the skull of one of 
the seminal figures of British 
rock. 

I recommend this repackaging 
to collectors (though most of 
them will already have the im- 
ports) and to anyone who 
thought Rock ’n’ Roll Animal 
was a ripoff. To the general 
public it has the advantage of 


being cheap.

John Denver: BACK HOME 
AGAIN (RCA CPLI-054) 


Well a simple kinda life never

The only interesting thing 
about John Denver is his 
phenomenal popularity, which 
his slender talent hardly seems 
to justify. “My days are filled 
with an easy country charm.” It 
doesn’t sound right, does it? It 
describes John Denver’s appeal, 
but not “workin’ on a farm.” 
Have you ever shoveled shit? Or 
take Denver’s first big hit, 
“Country Roads.” Yep, John’s 
goin’ back to West Virginia, 
“almost heaven.’ Well, how 
come the first thing a kid born 
and raised in West Virginia (as I 
was) does, when he comes of age, 
is hightail it out of there? I don’t 
have the figures of the most re- 
cent census, but the previous one 
showed that West Virginia was 
one of two states in the Union 
(the other being Arkansas) 
whose population was actually 
declining. 


But Bridget lives in Cleveland. 
A hard-working secretary, she 
can afford a $200 a month apart- 
ment, which isn’t too bad, yet no 
matter how many times the 
place is fumigated the damn 
roaches just won’t stay away. 
Her next-door neighbor plays his 
stereo full blast at two in the 
morning and scary black bloods 
stalk the streets beneath her 
window. Bridget would like a 
boyfriend, but it seems as 
though the only way to meet peo- 
ple is through a personal: ““WF 
26 sks .. . must be sincere.” 

Enter John Denver, who cer- 
tainly sounds sincere. ‘Music 
makes pictures and often tells 
stories/ All of it magic and all of 
it true.” “True”’ is stretching it a 
bit, but wouldn’t it be nice if the 
slick never-never land passed off 
as natural and down-to-earth 
were for real? Of course it isn’t, 
but don’t be too quick to dismiss 
John Denver and Bridget. - 

“Tt is hard to laugh at the need 
for beauty and romance, no 
matter how tasteless, even horri- 
ble, the results of that need are. 
But it is easy to sigh. Few things 
are sadder than the truly 
monstrous.’’ Nathaniel West 
wrote this about Hollywood, 
where this album was recorded.

Henry Franklin: THE 
SKIPPER AT HOME (Black 
Jazz 17) 


Henry Franklin, the Chicago 
bassist, and his coterie of Black 
Jazz friends pose an interesting 
alternative to another group of 
Chicago musicians, the AACM. 
Whereas the AACM has oc- 
cupied, correctly or not, the 
spotlight of the avant garde, 
Franklin and his friends have 
concentrated on a more accessi- 
ble music that gives up nothing 
in the way of creativity or excite- 
ment. This is Franklin’s second 
Black Jazz recording, a worthy 
successor to his excellent first 
date. He’s a lyrical, kinetic 
player whose lines provide an ex- 
travagant but logical counter- 
point to soloists and theme. 
Here, Franklin has passed the 
rhythm into the capable hands 
of guitarist Kenny Climas, free- 
ing his bass for more extensive 
melodic and harmonic work. 

The compositions on the recor- 
ding, particularly three originals 


by trombonist Al Hall, are the - 


kind of dense, glorious structures 
usually associated with another 
bassist, Charles Mingus. These 
pieces, however, have a more 


straight-ahead feel about them, 
and while it’s true that Mingus’s 
charts never discouraged his 
soloists, the soloists on 
Franklin’s date don’t suffer from 
the songs. Particularly im- 
pressive ‘is trumpet player Oscar 
Brashear, whose angular, well- 
balanced solos stand out on 
“Blue Lights” and Chick Corea’s 
“What Was.” 

Franklin himself is at his most 
impressive on the Hall composi- 
tion ‘Soft Spirit,” where his con- 
tribution takes the form of a 
gently loping, booming bassline. 

In some ways this recording 
seems to embody the best of the 
late ’60s jazz dates produced by 
Atlantic or Blue Note; it has that 
neo-bop sensibility in the writing 
and. controlled energy in the 
playing. The second side in par- 
ticular has the old Blue Note feel 
about it, with a tight, light 
rhythm section racing the 
soloists towards the turns. A 
large group, Franklin’s aggrega- 
tion works well together, and 
suggests all the music from bop 
on down; I get the impression 
that Franklin has chosen to skip 
through the avant garde 
(although the feeling is there, es- 
pecially on “Venus Fly Trap”), 
preferring instead to incorporate 
a rhythm and blues texture on 
the more traditional bop forms. 
The resultant music is complex, 
joyful and involving.

THE DRUMS (Impulse ASH- 
9272-3) 


Anthologies of this sort, which 
attempt comprehensive 
historical surveys of a given in- 
strument, are by their very 
nature a risky business. The 
chance that any given label will 
have available examples of all 
the important players, much less 
high-quality examples, is almost 
nil. There are two added dangers 
in a drummers’ retrospective: 
three records filled largely with 
drum solos would be indigesti- 
ble, while the role of accom- 
panist demands a flexibility and 
range that will often lead even 
the most original of drummers 
far from their own innovations. 
The sum of these problems has 
proved too much for producers 
Ed Michel and Steve Backer; as 
a result, The. Drums falls short of 
their earlier saxophone survey. 

The absence of several 
drummers from Impulse’s 
catalogue has not gone un- 
noticed, and tracks featuring Sid 
Catlett (with Lester Young), 


Buddy Rich and Baby Dodds 
have been leased from other 
labels. Still, there are glaring 
omissions — Chick Webb, Gene 
Krupa, Dave Tough and Tony 
Williams come most readily to 
mind. There are some strange 
choices for the men who do 
appear; we get Dannie Rich- 
mond but not with Mingus, and 
Sunny Murray before his radical 
approach was fully formed. Im- 
pulse owns other and more ap- 
propriate examples of both Rich- 
mond and Murray. Strangest of 
all is the representation of Elvin 
Jones. The only drummer to 
appear on two selections, we get 
“Shiny Stockings,” Elvin play- 
ing brushes behind Frank Foster 
and Richard Davis, and ‘The 
Drum Thing,”’ containing both a 
long drum solo and the only cut 
that comes to mind where Elvin 
backed Coltrane with mallets. 
Both tracks are excellent, but 
their collective time would allow 
for most of either “Impressions” 
r “Chasin’ the “Trane,” two 
previously unreissued tracks 
where Elvin is in his most in- 
fluential role, stoking "Trane’s 
solo fires. 

My reservations shouldn’t 
obscure the conclusion that, 
taken simply as an anthology of 
music, much of The Drums is ex- 
cellent. Having the 1961 
identically-instrumented sextets 
of Art Blakey and Max Roach 
placed back to back is a brilliant 
opening stroke, and note how Art 
Davis’s bass work with Roach 
makes Max’s band sound much 
more advanced. Young and 
Catlett are an inspired pair, as 
are Roland Kirk/Roy Haynes 
and Coleman Hawkins/Shelly 
Manne (the last two turn 
“Cherokee”’ into an enticing 
rhythmic taffy pull). Among 
younger percussionists, Milford 
Graves stands out with Albert 
Ayler, and there are two nice new 
tracks from Al Mouzon/John 
Klemmer and Barry 
Altschul/Sam Rivers. The in- 
dividual best served by this set is 
Archie Shepp, who appears on 
three successive tracks. Shepp’s 
progression from tentative 
original in 1961 (‘‘Pots,” with 
Cecil Taylor/Sunny Murray) to 
self-confident polemicist in 1965 
(‘‘Rufus,”” Joe Chambers on 
drums) to more controlled 
master of new music in 1967 
(“The Magic of Ju-Ju,” many 
percussionists) is thoroughly evi- 
dent. So where’s the Shepp 
anthology, Impulse?

Theatre: Yappy Days Are Here Again

HAPPY DAYS by Samuel 


Layman Chancellor. At the 
Loeb Drama Center through 
August 24. 

Winnie is perhaps the most 
literally trapped of Beckett's im- 
mobile menagerie of urn and 
ashcan dwellers. Buried, by 
play’s end, to her chin in the 
sunbaked earth, her only options 
are chatter and silence. All that 
remains is a geriatric ghost of a 
husband, sunning himself on the 
other side of her dune, where he 
lives in a hole and engages in all 
manner of disgusting things to 
which we are not privy. 

Still, there is more cheery out- 
look in “Happy Days” than is 
characteristic of Beckett. Winnie 
is thankful and sunnily disposed 
as she awaits the bell for sleep. 
After all, she isn’t entirely alone. 
Her mouth isn’t buried — not 
yet. And the puzzling play ends 
with a question as poor gnarled 
Willy, with what is perhaps his 
last burst of strength, crawls to 
the front of the sand dune where 


his wife can have a last look at - 


him. He tries unsuccessfully to 
reach that blabbering head, calls 
her name, collapses. Whether he 
was climbing towards her or 
towards the pistol she had plac- 
ed in the sand, one doesn’t know.

Supercalifragilisticexpialidocious? 


Is it love’s memory or his own an- 
nihilation that this half-dead 
Willy is crawling for? “Not to 
know for sure,” Winnie observes, 
is one of the great mercies. 
Beckett reduces life to its 
mundane routine, a handful of 
illusions and the balm of words. 
Winnie and Willie are on the way 
out; that seems pretty evident. 
Yet, Willie reads from his 
yellowed newspaper over and 
over, “Bright boy wanted; open- 
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ing for smart youth.” Is the play 
nihilistic, then, or not? Winnie 
natters on (why is the woman 
always the tormenter, I wonder, 
and the man the stoic, dirty- 
minded but mercifully quiet vic- 
tim?) about the marvelous gift of 
sleep; about the continual enter- 
tainment provided by her big 
black bag, a cornucopia of daily 
delights (toothbrush, hairbrush, 
music box, pistol, parosol); 
about the wonderful way that 
the sadness following sex and 
song disappears after a while. 
She patiently waits to be sucked 
up into the blue. The last 
“humankind” she saw (besides 
Willie) was a married couple who 
wandered by to comment on her 
plight and had little more to say 
to each other than “Let go of me 
and drop dead.” Ain’t life a gas? 

“Happy Days” is a great play 
to ponder; not quite so great to 
watch. Very nearly a one-woman 
show, much depends on Winnie 
and how bearable she is for near- 
ly two hours. It is a difficult part 
to make immediately sym- 
pathetic, I imagine, because 
Beckett has made her somewhat 
tedious through her continual 
blather and silly optimism. If we 
do not feel for her, then “Happy 
Days” becomes an interesting in- 
tellectual exercise but not much 
more. 

Joanne Hamlin’s Winnie, a 
collaboration with her husband, 
director George Hamlin, is well 
thought out, carefully molded 
and planned. The effect, 
however, is so studied that one 
has trouble accepting Winnie as 
a real person. The play must 
move along, I suppose, but 
Hamlin has his wife take her 
transitions so fast that the 
sudden switches from dogged op- 
timism to doubt are never wholly 
believable. They seem, rather, 
contrived to tell us something — 
not about Winnie but about Sam 
Beckett’s play. 


Ms. Hamlin is strident though 
charming in the play’s super- 
ficial moments, sustaining in- 
terest in such dull tasks as den- 
tal hygiene and cuticle care. Her 
movements are precise and 
vivid, ideally suited to a situa- 


tion in which she has so little to 
move. Her Winnie has a definite 
flavor that vacillates between 
schoolteacher and schoolgirl, yet 
she remains consistent via folded 
hands and crisp delivery. But for 
the character’s carefully veiled 
agonies, it is hard to muster real 
sympathy. I could see the actress 
at work, the director’s brain tick- 
tocking away, and I just didn’t 
believe in it. 

The test of a Willie should lie 
in how curious one becomes 
about him. And I was eager to 
learn more about Dan Strickler, 
diddling himself behind the 
dune. He breaks through cakes 
of grotesque make-up and makes 
Willie’s brief appearance at 
play’s end very moving, when it 
could so easily be laughable. 

Ann Chancellor’s ghostly 
weed-scattered sand dune in the 
middle of nowhere, a kind of 
human anthill, is an effective 
landscape for this soulful exer- 
cise about the foolishly in- 
defatigable human spirit. 


STATE OF THE UNION by 
George Gray. Directed by 
Peter Frisch. At Kevin’s 
Wharf. (Closed.) 

Talk about topical: these guys 
had a song about the new Prez, 
‘*Plain-talking Gerry,’’ on 
August 8. That is fast work. In 
fact, the whole presentation is 
fast work, having the same 
breezy, topical feel to it as the 
old That Was The Week That 
Was. However, with writer Gray 
it’s a hit-and-miss operation. 
Gray’s forays into social 
criticism go off in many direc- 
tions, some of which have 
already been thoroughly ex- 
plored. One episode involving a 
parody of our late great Prez 
dwells at some length on the 
venality of the Watergate Ad- 
ministration; somehow, the skit 
doesn’t seem worth while. It 
lacks a real core of bitterness, 
and it comes too late in the 
season to shed any new light on 
the situation. Likewise, a cour- 
troom scene with various 
Watergate personalities giving 
testimony just kind of unwinds 
with a nervous energy of its own 
but no real wit. 
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Other incidents work well; the 
company’s flexibility in con- 
stantly changing roles and 
assuming different identities 
greatly assists the momentum of 
the production. Gray runs 
through a series of unsurprising, 
mostly critical, scenarios. There 
is an ugly American family on a 
picnic, braying racism and 
spreading trash; there is a com- 
puter that persecutes a little old 
lady for a bill she never incurred; 
and there are commercials. The 
television commercials that ex- 
plode with all the ugly 
dynamism of the real thing are 
perhaps the funniest part of the 
presentation, for many of them 
are read straight, but the 
readings are hardly literal. With 
a raised eyebrow, an unctuous 
wheedle, the company brings out 
a sense of horror, outrage, and 
desperate hilarity. That’s what 
television commercials are all 
about, right? Spiro Agnew doing 
a pitch for Sani-Flush is the 
most obscene and hilarious thing 
in the program. 

Yet though the performance is 
easy to digest, it lacks depth; 
there are no extremes reached 
during the evening; the audience 
fails to fall out of their seats, 
stand up screaming, or develop 
aches from laughing. Gray’s 
material is clever in construc- 
tion, but it doesn’t bite enough 
to draw blood or to create the 
kind of satire that is 
remembered. Because so many 
current topics in the review are 
given that fast two-step treat- 
ment, the audience concludes 
that the issues are transient or, 
perhaps, that they just aren’t 
funny. But topical matters like 
Watergate, air pollution, sex, 
women’s lib, all the things coyly 
mentioned in one of Gray’s party 
skits, are the stuff of strong 
satire. The satirist must move in 
and grab great hunks of the 
material; he has to see what kind 
of vicious damage he can do. 
There can’t be any side-splitting 
without taking great risks. A 
spirit of meanness is not 
necessary, but the satirist has 
got to work closer to the real, 
human, banal essence of things. 

A song about a bluebird would 
seem to have no place in the 
proceedings, but other music is 
welcome. The company performs 
with dispatch and charm.

According to reliable government sources, the WBCN- 
equivalents in D.C. are WHFS and WGTB, the Georgetown 
University station. There is no equivalent to the Phoenix in that 
city. The last similar publication, the old Free Press, is long gone. 
And as for boogeying the night away, Washington is full of boogie- 
havens. Try the East Indian Club in Georgetown, or Apple Pie or 
Reading Gaol or Pier Nine. 


: Can you help me? I want to take a course in bartending, but the 


only school I know about is too expensive. Is it true that Harvard 
or B.U. offer courses in bartending? And if so, who could I write to 
for information? I am very serious about this and in somewhat of 
a hurry.

: It’s true that both B.U. and Harvard offer bartending courses. If

Perhaps due to motion provoked by the wind, the dusters appear 
to pigeons as hawks or other birds of prey and have a scarecrow 
effect. Another method of keeping pigeons away is to use a 
flashing orange beacon. For humanitarian as well as practical 
reasons, you should avoid using sticky sprays. The stuff comes off 
on the pigeons’ feet (and your clothing), picks up trash and 
debris, weighs the birds down and makes them easy prey for cats 
and dogs. Forget about those papier-mache owls meant to scare 
the pigeons away. They don’t.
